HOW FRANCE FIGHTS U-BOATS. 

In reply to questions asked in the French Chamber of 
Deputies on May 26, Rear Admiral Lacaze, the Minister 
of Marine, gave a more extensive account of how France 
is fighting the German submarines than has yet been 
made public. He said the methods employed included a 


system of 552 patrol boats, of arming merchantmen with 
guus and fitting them with wireless; of seaplanes, 
nets, mines, smoke-raising devices and dragnets. He said 
he had a plan to increase the number of patrol boats to 
Cc 


“The guns we built on the patrol boats have been 


referred to disdainfully, but you cannot put ten centi- 
metre guns on a small vessel,’ Admiral Lacaze continued. 
“A patrol boat on guard, armed with 95-centimetre 
guns, met two submarines armed with 105 millimetre 
guns, sank one and put the other to flight. We have 1,200 
dragyets as well as 170,500 curtain nets, and 5,000 
twenty-feet float nets, which indicate the presence of 
submarines. We have special bombs for submarines and 
apparatus to throw them. We have organized seaplane 
posts all around the coasts so that the zone of action 
of each post joins that of its neighbor on either side. 
By October all merchantmen and patrollers will be 
fitted with wireless and all merchantmen supplied with 
guns of as heavy caliber as possible, for which measures 


programs have been drawn up even beyond what was 
thought possible. 

“For building the plates and frames required the 
under secretary for munitions in charge of the manu- 
facturing section, has started up again all the rolling 
mills. They will be able to supply us with the plates 
I asked for, and we hope that the merchant marine will 
also be able to obtain the quantity of plates to which it 
is entitled.” 

Admiral Lacaze then pointed out that the position of 
the Allies and neutrals at the beginning of this year as to 
tonnage was about the same as at the beginning of the 
war. “The losses of the first four months of this year 
may be totalled at 2,500,000 tons,” the minister declared. 
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“Taking into account the new boats building and with- 
out any optimism whatever, the loss at the end of this 
year with the same intensity of destruction would be 
4,500,000 tons out of a total of more than 40,000,000 
tons. Is that the effective blockade with which Ger- 
many menaced us? We can supply the essential re- 
quirements of the country in provisions and supplies for 
munitions factories.” ‘The Minister of Marine referred 
to the means of defense against submarines. declaring 
that all merchant ships by October will have been armed 
with two cannon of 47-millimetres each. Admiral La- 
caze declared that up to the present time French ports 
have been crowded with ships and could not accommodate 
more. ‘he minister pointed out the steady increase of 
arrivals and ships exceeding 500 tons in French ports 
since Webruary.

LIFE AT THE FRONT. 

Describing his experiences in “The Land of Death,” 
a writer in Munsey’s Magazine says: “T didn’t see 
six swords on the whole British front. What seemed 
even more remarkable was that it was quite unusual 
to see a soldier with any arms at all. I met more men 
carrying walking-sticks than rifles. Of course, this re- 
fers to the region immediately behind the fighting-line ; 
but that’s the only place where one has a chance to see 
soldiers. 

“The man in the trenches, whether inhabitant or vis- 
itor, knows nothing of what is happening, except tor 
a few rods on either side of him. Most of the business 
of present-day war consists in exchanging shots with an 
enemy whom you can’t see, and who can’t see you. But 
in order to get into a position in which this unseeing 
and unseen warfare can be carried on, it is necessary 
to dig, dig, dig, world without end; to live in mud, to 
stand in horrible trenches day and night. to march with 
a load of rather more than half your weight. The sol- 
dier who can build roads, or drive a spike accurately, 
is more useful than one who knows all about a rifle. 

“War consists of lugging huge boxes full of tinned 
foods, baskets of bread, cases of ammunition, and a 
million other things—which are carried in’ motor-cars, 
if the motor-cars keep going, and the road will allow 
them to go; on Tommy’s back, otherwise. War con- 
sists of living eternally caked in mud, and being cheer- 
ful when the supply of cigarettes is exhausted. If in- 
capable of cheerfulness under such circumstances, then 
the soldier can fall back on grumbling and cursing the 
government at home. War consists in prying motor- 
trucks out of mud-holes, and then filling up the hoie 
with bricks frem the nearest ruin.

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THE LUCKY BAG, CLASS OF 1917. 


The Lucky Bag, “The Annual of the Regiment of 
Midshipmen, U.S. Naval Academy, 1917,” and the twenty- 
fourth volume of this class record, makes its appearance 
this year bound in green and orange leather with a cover 
design of the Chinese temple pagoda that may be a subtle 
compliment to the “China station” or merely “Art.” 
The volume is dedicated to Capt. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., 
superintendent, whose portrait has the place of honor in 
the book, following which are full-page photographs of 
Capt. Louis M. Nulton and Comdr. Sinclair Gannon, 
U.S.N. A page each is devoted to group photographs 
of the Navy officers and civilian instructors in the vari- 
ous departments; there are photographs of the regimental 
commander and his staff, the four battalion staffs and 
“stripers ;” and one of the whole Class of 1917. The 
individual biographies fill the pages from “forty to 223 
and two pages are devoted to memorials of two members 
of the classes of 1916 and 1917, Philip Lumsden Northern 
and William Luther McCarty. 

A noteworthy feature of the individual biographies is 
the handsome tribute paid to Clarence Oliver Ward, af- 
fectionately: known as “Cap” and “C.0O.,” of whom the 
writer of this particular sketch says: ‘‘When the time 
comes for a man to make good for his friend or for his 
country, a time that needs a man to put it across, there 
is one in the Class of 1917 who can do it, a man who 
has never had a word spoken of him that was not of 
praise, a man that possesses the respect and love of every 
we with whom he ever came into contact,—Cap 
Vard.” 

Among the chapters in which fiction and fact are 
cleverly embroidered are “The Tale of the Pampered 
Pets,’ in which the adventures of that favorite hero 
of “The Log,” Joseph Gish, “Function and Plebe,” are 
set forth. Joseph Gish’s trials are further described 
in the chapters entitled “Youngster Year,” “Second Class 
Year” and “First Class Year,” where his Boswell leaves 
him as Ensign Gish ambling “wearily, but in a manner 
befitting a recent graduate, through the gate. He was 
tired, darned tired, but he was through.” ‘The descrip- 
tion of the Army-Navy football game is effective and 
commendably brief, ending with this gallant paragraph: 
“The Class of 1917 will go out from the Academy with- 
out ever having seen a Navy victory, without ever having 
rushed the colors, but in all those four defeats we lost to 
a team which proved itself worthy of defeating us, and 
this year’s game was the best and the most glorious 
for both Army and Navy.” 

There are humorous and emusing descriptions of vari- 
ous class experiences, a roster of the Second Class, that 
of 1919; and the “Plebe Roll” with a full page picture 
of the Class of 1920; and there are illustrated descrip- 
tions of the various cruises. Sixty-three pages are given 
to the athletic activities of the class, prefaced by a stir- 
ring picture of “Shannon and the Goat.” The social 
activities are included, the amateur theatricals, the work 
of the Y.M.C.A., and “Chapel” is illustrated with ‘a 
photograph of the choir of midshipmen and of Chaplain 
Evans. The staffs of “The Log’ and the “Lucky Bag” 
each get a page to themselves and “June Week” fills 
fourteen pages with the addition of-some particularly 
charming pictures. The last forty pages of the book is 
devoted to a “Midshipmen’s Number” of “Life” that will 
make the editors of the New York original jealous. 
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SHIPPING BOARD WORKS TOGETHER. 


Major Gen. George W. Goethals, U.S.A., director of 
the building operations of the U.S. Shipping Board, 
created a lively discussion in that organization for a few 
days by a speech he made at the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute’s dinner in New York city on May 25. It evoked 
a difference of opinion between General Goethals and Mr. 
William Denman, chairman of the board, as to the ad- 
visability of building steel ships rather than wooden ones, 
but the matter was eventually adjusted on May 28 with 
the announcement that General Goethals was to have a 
free hand in the building of the great merchant fleet. 

General Goethals said at the dinner on May 25: “As I 
need assistance and co-operation in my work, I con- 
cluded to tell you my troubles and to ask your help. On 
the principle of the selective draft, I have again been 
called to the Government’s service and confronted with 
the proposition to turn out 1,000 wooden ships of 3,000 
tons each in eighteen months. Wood, because it was not 
possible to get steel, and because they could be con- 
structed in less time. I called on Mr. Farrell, of the 
United States Steel Corporation, and I asked him if it 
were not possible to turn to steel. He assured me it 
would be possible. I announced it and asked permission 
to turn to steel as well as wood. I finally got permis- 
sion. I had a second conference with Mr. Farrell, and 
he promised to see the program would be carried out if 
we turned to steel, and he promised also to turn out 
3,000,000 tons of steel ships in eighteen months.” 

On May 27 a statement was issued by Mr. Denman in 
the course of which he said: “The Shipping Board has 
but one purpose in its activities in Washington at the 
present time; that is, to use its utmost endeavors and 
powers to defeat the submarine campaign of the German 
Empire. No person nor any interested group of capital- 
ists can draw any one of us into a controversy with Gen- 
eral Goethals, nor do we think the General is seeking it. 
At the offices of the board it was said on the same day 
by a member of the board: “We shall go ahead as we 
originally planned, using both steel and wood to the limit 
of the shipyards’ capacity. As soon as it is possible to 
turn to steel exclusively we shall do so, as we always have 
intended. But for the present when we need every avail- 
able ton of shipping to thwart the German submarines 
and to carry supplies to the Allies, we shall build wood 
as well as steel.” 

As a result of this settlement, General Goethals started 
to get building under- way. Proposals for the con- 
struction of 3,000,000 tons of steel shipping in eighteen 
months were accepted by him. They came from two great 
concerns, the U.S. Steel Corporation and the Lackawanna 
Steel and Iron Company. These ships are to be turned 
out by fabrication processes. The companies contem- 
plate that they will be able within six months to turn out 
one ship a day. Contracts have been let for twenty-four 
wooden and for six steel barges. Sixteen of the wooden 
vessels will be constructed by the Sloan Shipyards Cor- 
poration, of Seattle, Wash., and four by the Coast Ship- 
building. Company, of Portland, Ore. The steel barges 
will be built by the Skinner and Eddy Corporation of 
Seattle. Contracts also have been awarded for twenty- 
six steel ships. Twenty of these went to Edward F. 
Terry and Henry L. Brittain, of No. 60 Broadway, New 
York, with their plant at Moss Point, Miss. 
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“PAPER WORK.” 


In spite of the efforts of the War Department in gen- 
eral and Major James A. Moss, U.S.A., in particular 
the burden of “paper work” still rests much too heavily 
on the shoulders of Army officers. This detail of routine 
work was burdensome enough in the days of what we 
must now come to ca’ ‘he Old Army before the ex- 
pansion under the National Defense Act. The prepara- 
tions for the National Army and the state of war have 
all combined to the making of a New Army of enor- 
mous proportions when compared to what our military 
forces were before the Congress declared a state of war 
with Germany. Modern efficiency methods have done 
many things toward simplification both in the Services 
and in commercial life, but in neither of them has there 
been a marked decrease of record-keeping and corre- 
spondence... And both of these have necessarily grown 
in proportion in the Army as the Army itself has grown 
in personnel and in the numbers of units. 

A correspondent calls our attention to the fact that 
at the present time “the amount of paper work that 
comes into a regimental headquarters is simply appalling.” 
adding: “We might paraphrase the French War Min- 
ister of the Third Empire and say, ‘we are ready, down 
to the last endorsement.’” He cites an official paper 
received by a company commander that requires an- 
swers to eighteen specific questions under two separate 
“Account” headings while in the body of the letter it- 
self are eleven questions to be answered. And all this 
because a dishonorably discharged enlisted man after 
three months of “excellent” service at the Disciplinary 
Barracks wanted to re-enlist in the Army! The writer 
adds: “A system that dares to permit such perversion 
of military administration, though its efforts originate 
from quite different motives, exposes us to the possi- 
bility of the same results as those attained by the Com- 
piegne coterie that ran the French army just prior to 
1870-71.” 

While we think this last quoted criticism is rather 
strong there is no question of the fact that there is too 
much demand made on the time of officers and non- 
commissioned officers in the filling out of reports and 
in the transmission of them through channel. In the 
last few years there has been a laudable, if somewhat 
deliberate, effort on the part of the War Department to 
lessen this burden as in the instances of the abolition 
of the morning report that enabled sergeants to be out 
drilling their men instead of being at a desk and the new 
system of accounting that enabled a company commander 
to turn over the company property and funds in a* little 
more than an hour when formerly it took from one to 
two days. One of our correspondents has suggested that 
the best way to get rid of paper work was to “reduce 
the paper workers,” a humorous expression which, like 
much good humor, was not without its kernel of sound 
sense. At this time it would hardly be seemly to sug- 
gest any laborious effort along this line to the over- 
worked officials of the War Department or the General 
Staff. To relieve the burden of pressure on the Army 
some member of the Council of National Defense or the 


Advisory Commission of that body who has the time 
and the requisite experience might make a “survey” of 
the system of paper work with the idea of simplifying it, 
and make ‘suggestions of possible service to both the 
Army. and the Army officers. And there could be no time 


when an effective reform in this particular would be so 
welcome as just now. 
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NAVAL LABORATORY POSTPONED. 


It is learned officially that no action will be taken at 
this time on the report of the board which was ordered 
to recommend a site for the experimental and research 
laboratory authorized for the Navy Department in the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916. An appropriation of $1,000,000 
was set aside for the initial expenditures on this pro- 
ject and the Secretary of the Navy was authorized to go 
as high as $1,500,000 in completing the laboratory. 

The explanation given for the decision to postpone the 
construction of this plant is that practically without ex- 
ception the inventors and scientists who are working on 
naval problems have excellently equipped laboratories -in 
which to carry on the work. It is felt, therefore, that the 
equipping of one at great cost to the Government, not 
only in money, but in the side-tracking of valuable skilled 
labor and much-needed officers, would be unwise. 

In the legislation providing for the laboratory, it is 
set forth that it is intended for use in “research work 
on the subject of gun erosion, torpedo motive power, the 
gyroscope, submarine guns, protection against subma- 
rine, torpedo or mine attack, improvement in submarine 
attachments and development in submarine engines, stor- 
age batteries, and propulsion, airplanes and aircraft,” 
and other necessary work. It is understood that the 
board recommended that the plant be built in or near 
Washington, D.C. 
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“Say,” said our friend of the balanced mind—he is 
apt to begin with that good Americanism that with “well” 
helps out so much of our colloquial speech—‘do you 
know, I have a new angle on one point about this war 
problem. You remember, the other day I was talking 
about the way some people in authority are pushing things 
along by taking liberties with some letters of the law 
provided they keep enough of them to spell ‘efficiency.’ 
Well, I believe yet that they are right, on the whole. I 
know I would be likely to do the same, and any one with 
any gumption would. But after all, I’m not so sure there 
isn’t something to be said for another method. One 
mighty good thing to do with some of the most fool laws 
of all is to enforce them to the letter. Now hold on a 
minute—I don’t mean that I or anybody likes the im- 
mediate result. But my idea is the fool law literally fol- 
lowed will raise a howl from everybody. Those ir au- 
thority will have to go to work and improve the law. 
Slow method, but safer, perhaps. I say law—I mean, 
too, rules laid down by those high up that hamper effi- 
ciency. The trouble is, though, either way you try you 
are apt to be the goat. If you dally with the letter of 
the law you have got to be pretty dead right as to get- 
ting results or your reputation is in danger. If you cling 
to the law and avoid responsibility you may not get re- 
sults at all. Your reputation is safe, maybe, but it will 
be that of being a routine and ineffective man. Most of 
us who are not really topnotchers take our chances 
according to our temperaments. But every so often some 
man is so good’ he gets results all the time, makes good 
so surely and inspires such confidence in others that you 
never stop to consider how he arrives. That is the sort 
we are looking for to conduct this war. There is nothing 
like war conditions to sort such men out of the ruck. 
They always turn up eventually where needed, and I am 
everlastingly sure America has more of them to pick from 
than any nation on earth.” 
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The War Department has issued a statement regarding 
what is believed to be the “first completely motorized 
field battery of medium caliber guns in the world” which 
has been developed by the. United States Army under the 
direction of the Field Artillery Board at Fort Sill, Okla., 
and by the Ordnance Department of the Army at Rock 
Island Arsenal, followed later at Fort Bliss, Texas, with 
a completely equipped battery. Complete details of the 
tests conducted by these boards and of the composition 
of this type of field battery were published in the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL in its issue of April 22, 1916, page 
1087, and Sept. 23, 1916, page 113. The War Depart- 
ment statement adds that the work has been in charge of 
Major Lucian B. Moody, U.S.A. “The success of the 
experiments at Fort Sill justify us in believing that the 
motorization of most medium caliber guns which have 
previously been horse drawa will come in the near 
future,” Major Moody says. “The large howitzer types 
are sure to be motorized. The motorization of the light 
types, such as the French 75s, will have to wait for the 
development of tractors capable of developing a combina- 
tion of speed for emergencies and pulling power in mud 
equal to that of horses. This probably will not come 
immediately, but we shall continue our experimentation 
with the light types.” 
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Secretary Daniels issued a statement on May 29 con- 
cerning the report that Germany had knowledge in ad- 
vance of the time of the arrival of the American tor- 
pedoboat force in British waters which included a quota- 
tion from a report made by Vice Admiral William §. 
Sims, U.S.N., in part as follows: “An interesting fea- 
ture in connection with the arrival of the destroyers 
is the report that their sailing appeared in Berlin news- 
papers about four days before their arrival and also that 
a field of mines was planted immediately off the entrance 
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‘of the port at which they arrived the day before the am 


rival took place. These were the first mines planted in 
that vicinity during the previous three months. I am 
pleased to be able to report the excellent impression 
given by our officers, ships and crews under their com- 
mand. Speaking generally, the impression made by our 
officers and our ships has caused very favorable comment 
both here and in the Admiralty.” Secretary Daniels 
added: “The above quotation from Vice Admiral Sims’s 
letter is all the reference he made to the knowledge in 
Berlin as to the sailing of our destroyers on the mining 
of the harbors. He did not give any statement or specu- 
lation as to how Berlin obtained its information.” 
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Section 10 of the Act of Congress approved May 18, 
1917, provides for certain increases in pay. for all en- 
listed men in active service commencing June 1, 1917, and 
continuing until the termination of the emergency period. 
The War Department on May 28 decided that no extra 
duty pay will be allowed while these provisions above re- 
ferred to are in force. The Act of May 18 provides: “Com- 
mencing June 1, 1917, and continuing until the termina- 
tion of the emergency, all enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States in active service whose pay does not ex- 
ceed $21 per month shall receive an increase of $15 per 
month; those whose base pay is $24, an increase of $12 
per month; those whose base pay is $30, $36, or $40, an 
increase of $8 per month, and those whose base pay is 
$45 or more, an increase of $6 per month, provided that 
the increase of pay herein authorized shall not enter inte 
the computation of continuous service pay.” The depart- 
ment commanders were notified on May 29, 1917, that 
twenty per centum foreign service increase does not ac- 
crue on increases herein mentioned. 
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After consulting with Attorney General Gregory, U.S. 
Attorney H. Snowden Marshall, of New York city, has 
announced that any one who either sells or serves in- 
toxicating beverages to men in the uniform of the U.S. 
Army or Navy is violating the “dry clause” of the Selec 
tive Draft bill. The question arose over the difference 
between “selling” and “serving” liquor, the opinion being 
advanced that liquor could be served to Army and Navy 
men if someone else paid for it. Mr. Marshall officially 
announced that the words “sell” and “serve” should be 
regarded as synonymous, and referred to the laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor and cigarettes to minors. “If 
an adult were to take a child inte a saloon and buy liquor 
for him,” the United States Attorney said, “the proprietor 
of the establishment would be punished. The Draft Bill: 
must be interpreted the same way, and the mere fact that 
the soldier is not paying for the liquor himself does not 
alter the case. This interpretation will be placed upon 
the statute in this district and, I have no doubt, will be 
supported by the higher courts.” 
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Secretary Daniels announced on June 4 that the names 
of the seized German shkps assigned to the U.S. Navy 
have been changed as follows: Geier, to Schurz; Bres- 
lau to Bridgeport ; Kiel, to Camden; Liebenfels, to Hous- 
ton; Saxonia, to Savannah; Vogensen, to Quincy; Nic 
aria, to Pensacola; Odenwald, to Newport News; Ho- 
henfelde, to Long Beach; Frieda Leonhardt, to Astoria; 
Andromeda, to Bath; Rudolf Blumberg, to Beaufort; 
Praesident, to Kittery ; Locksun, to Gulfport. The Geier, 
the gunboat interned at Honolulu, is renamed for Cari 
Schurz, the famous German-American soldier of the Civil 
War. - The Liebenfels, now the Houston, was sunk in 
Charleston harbor when the United States broke off 
relations with Germany. The Bridgeport is the largest 
of these ships, being 429 feet long with a gross tonnage 
of 7,542 while the Kittery is only of 900 tons. 
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A revised edition of the drill regulations prescribed 
for the field and telegraph battalions of the Signal Corps 
is now in the hands of the printer. It was prepared, un- 
der orders from the late Major Gen. Frederick Funston, 
U.S.A., by a board of Army officers consisting of Major 
George S. Gibbs, Lieut. Roy H. Coles and one other 
efficer. The “copy” bearing the approval of the Chie? 
Signal Officer and the General Staff was sent to The 
Adjutant General on May 15; with a request that 5,000 
copies be printed as an emergency order. The drastie 
changes made in the Signal Corps by the National De 
fense Act and subsequent legislation made the old regu 
lations practically useless. It is hoped that copies of 
the new book will be delivered in time to be utilized im 
the organization of the new battalions. 





The Republic of Panama has proposed that the United 
States advance her $10,000,000 for the immediate con- 
struction of strategic roads and railways as a step im 
proper defense of the Panama Canal Zone in the world 
war. The sum would in effect be an advance on ac 
count of the $250,000 a year which the United States 
is to pay to Panama in perpetuity under the canal-treaty 
The cost of the works would be shared equally by the 
United States and Panama, and the construction would 
be done with Panama Canal equipment and by American 
engineers. The plan has been proposed by the Panama 
war mission now in Washington, D.C., which has ad- 
vanced it as one by which the canal and Panama terri- 
tory may be effectively defended. 
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After reading this new version of a famous quota- 
tion as given by the London Chronicle, no one can 
fairly say that the English are not a courteous raca 
It reads: “America is, too, proud to fight.” 
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It is to be regretted that those in charge of the “war 
exhibit” in the American Museum of Natural History in 
New York city should not have secured the up-to-date 
equipment now issued to the enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, instead of showing equipment long since dis- 
carded. The exhibition while interesting creates a wrong 
impression among those not familiar with the modern out- 
fit; and those better informed are surprised to see old- 
fashioned canteens, cups, ete. Application te Major Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding the Eastern De- 
partment, or to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding 
the N.Y.N.G., for the loan of some equipment, we believe 
might have resulted favorably, and would have secured a 
display more creditable to the soldier and more impres- 
sive to the public. In setting forth the ration of the 
soldier it is not explained that the very meager rations 
shown can be liberally expanded by savings and by draw- 
ing other rations in lieu of those exhibited. Answer- 
ing adverse criticisms of the exhibition, one of the staff 
of the Natural History Museum pleads in “confession and 
avoidance,” as the lawyers have it, saying in a letter to 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: “When we began to col- 
lect the material for this exhibit it was our plan to have 
everything as up-to-date as possible, but there have been 
some changes in equipment since then. Owing to the 
fact that equipment is so much demanded for actual ser- 
vice, we have been unable to obtain what we wished. We 
hope shortly to have everything in accordance with exact 
standards. Acting on your valuable suggestions, we are 
now rearranging the exhibit. Curater Winslow, of this 
department, directs me to thank you for the notice which 
you have been so good as to give this exhibition in your 
columns. It has been the means of bringing the display 
to the attention of many officers of the Army and Navy.” 
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When the new armory now building at Yale is com- 
pleted, that university will be able to train from 1,000 to 
1.200 men, or one regiment of Artillery, a year, Capt. 
Robert M. Danford, U.S.A., told 400 members of the 
Yale Club at a dinner given in his honor in New York 
city on May 31. He has been the military instructor at 
Yale, but has been ‘transferred to other duty. “We in 
the Service hope to see universal military service adopted 
in this country,” said Captain Danford. “Our lack of it 
should be a tremendous object lesson to our country to- 
day, sinee here we are, two months after a declaration of 
war, absolutely impotent from a military standpoint, and 
forced to remain so for a long time. Yale is the only in- 
stitution in the country to take up the training of field 
artillery officers, though trained artillerists are to-day 
the greatest need of our Army. The Government can well 
afford to concentrate its efforts in the field artillery line 
at Yale and make the work there a model of perfection.” 
A round robin from 300 Yale men at Plattsburg was read, 
expressing their appreciation of the services of Captain 
Danford and President Hadley in making it possible for 
Yale “to lead the universities of the United States in pre- 

aredness.” The speakers were President Arthur T. 

adley, Capt. Waldo CG. Potter, U.S.A., Dr. George E. 
Vincent and Professor Matker A. Abbott. who has charge 
of the naval reeruiting and training at Yale. 
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The U.S. wooden battleship Recruit, constructed in the 
park at Union Square, New York city,. was formally 
turned over to the United States Navy by Mayor Mitchel 
on May 30. Rear Admiral Nathaniel R. Usher, U.S.N., 
commandant of the 3d Naval District, accepted her for 
the Government. She is a typical looking battleship 
with turrets, 12-inch guns-and eage masts and cannot be 
sunk by a submarine. She is 200 feet long and 40 feet 
beam.. In accepting the Recruit in behalf of the Navy 
Rear Admiral Usher said the presentation was an addi- 
tional evidence of the patriotic feeling and the heart of 
the city of New York. “I am happy to accept this mag- 
nificent ship as a naval unit.” he said. A buffét luncheon 
was served below deck following the ceremonies. Among 
those present, including the Mayor's party, were Lieut. 
Comdr. T. H. Taylor, Lieut.. Comdr. and Mrs. John 
Grady, U.S.N.; Capt. Frank E. Evans, U.S.MLC., and 
Mrs. Evans; Comdr. Frederick B. Upham and Mrs. Up- 
ham, U.S.N., and Gen. George W. Wingate; Lieut. 
Walter Smith, of the Engineers’ Reserve Corps, and Mrs. 
Smith. At the close of the ceremonies C. Kammerlein, 
a young man from Haverstraw, N.Y., was the first to go 
aboard to enlist. The Recruit will be open late and early 
for recruits in the future. There will be officers and a 
crew aboard, and they will conduct things in a real Navy 
manner. 











The careless use of firearms by members of the Na- 
tional Guard in the Federal service is the subject of 
a’ bulletin by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., com- 
mating the Southeastern Department. dated May 23, 
1917. This bulletin, which is numbered 23, says: “It 
is reported that members of National Guard units in Fed- 
eral service on duty protecting utilities, bridges, tunnels, 
ete., have been shooting game and indulging in other care- 
less and unauthorized use of firearms. This practice will 
cease at once. Commanding officers of all National 
Guard units and detachments are enjoined immediately 
to instruct their organizations accordingly. Immediaie 
disciplinary action will be taken in all cases of viola- 
tion of these instructions, with prompt report by mail to 
these headquarters in each case.” The ARMY AND Navy 
JGUBNAL some months ago called attention to the fact 
of eareless shooting by members of the National Guard on 
riot duty in past history. It is a fact that in most 
instances those shot by National Guardsmen have been 
innocent persons. This is the record for many years past, 
while guardsmen have been on patrol duty. It would 
seem that they are not sufficiently instructed as to 
seriousness of these duties with a loaded rifle, and in 
many cases there seems a lack of supervision over the 
men. 


Rules and regulations for the government of the Canal 
Zone during the war, bearing the endorsement of the 
President, were made public on June 4. The most im- 
portant provisions are: Only ships flying the United 
States flag may receive fuel and oil within the ter- 
ritorial waters; if such supplies are found to be abso- 
lutely necessary for the safety of other vessels, the 
quantity allowed will be only sufficient to take them to 
the nearest port. No vessels other than those of the 
United States will be allowed to disemtark troops in 
the Zone; nor may the vessels of any other nation re- 
main in Panama waters more than twenty-four hours. 
There shall be no more than six vessels of any one for- 
eign nation permitted in the Zone at any one time; 
no radio outfit other than those under control of the 





United States authorities may be used within the ter- 


ritorial limits and no aircraft other than those of the 
United States’ Military forces will be permitted to ascend 
ever the Zone. Not only Germany but none of her 


allies shall be permitted any use of the Canal. The 
above regulations with the exception of the last, apply 
to the Entente nations as well as to our enemies. 
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“There are a thousand Americans in khaki in Lon- 
don,” said a recent cable despatch referring to our of- 
ficers and men from the Ariny and the Red Cross. In 
France at the same time two units of the American 
Field Service were going to the front to take an active 
part in the war. These thousand Americans comprised 
engineers, surgeons and nurses, while the Field Service 
men were engaged in the routine of carrying ammunil- 
tion up to the lines. But they were all in active ser- 
vice or on the way, and every man and woman of them 
was skilled in the work to be done or ready to do just 
what the commanders of the French or British armies 
wanted of them. ‘Thus does the General Staff of the 
U.S. Army direct its part in the war. The amateur sol- 
diers who wanted to “go into the trenches with the 
American flag flying’ had one idea in this matter, and 
one idea only—to send volunteer infantry abroad to fight, 
which shows they have not advanced beyond the Civil 
War stage of volunteer military knowledge. Our Allies 
are to get from us skilled professional aid of the best 
kind and not untrained fighting units that would only 
be a source of added burdens to them. 
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Col. Chauncey B. Baker, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., invites 
the attention of all Department commanders to the fact 
that the quartermaster, or acting quartermasters,-should 
at all times have a supply of the standard Government 


form of Bill of Lading, and the standard form of Gov- 
ernment ‘Transportation Request in their possession. If, 
however, a quartermaster, or acting quartermaster, is 
without Government Bills of Lading he may, as an 
emergency measure only, make a shipment on the regu- 
lar commercial bill of lading, noting thereon that the 
shipment is for the Government, taking the same num- 
ber of copies, and disposing of them, as prescribed for 
the Government Bill of Lading, and advising the re- 
ceiving quartermaster and also the disbursing officer by 
whom the transportation account will be settled of his 
action and the reason therefor in full. The consignee 
will, on receipt of the property, attach to the commercial 
bill of lading a consignees’ certificate of delivery in the 
same form as shown on the original Government Bill of 
Lading. This same rule is incorporated in the Manual for 
the Quartermaster Corps, now in the hands of the printer. 
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Comdr. John B. Patton, U.S.N., in charge of the re- 
cruiting office for U.S. Naval Reserves at 26 Cortlandt 
street, New York city, has received orders from the Navy 
Department directing that special efforts be made_to 
enroll amateur wireless operators and telegraphers. The 
order adds that those so enlisted will be called into active 
service as soon as facilities for radio training are avail- 
able. The following men are wanted for the Reserve: 
All ratings for steam vessels or power boats, especially 
deck officers, steam and gas engineers, marine machin- 
ists, quartermasters, seamen, oilers, firemen, cooks, 
waiters, wireless operators, electricians and telegraphers. 
No more clerks for yeomen will be enrolled at present. 
Automobile experience does not qualify for marine gas 
engine ratings. Firemen and oilers should have steam- 
boat experience. Good firemen may be made water 
tenders or chief water tenders. Those who are qualified 
for officers go to the navy yard. Untrained men should 
apply for enlistment at the Regular Navy recrditing 
offices.

At the annual meeting of the Religious Society of 
Friends (Quakers) held in New York city on May 29, 
it was decided to organize a unit of 500 Quakers to go 
abroad and assist their French and English brethren in 
restoring devastated homes behind the fighting line in 
France. As the German lines retire, the Quakers intend to 
reclaim the ruined territory, bit. by bit; build great num- 
bers of portable houses, and provide food, shelter, and 
clothing to the returning refugees. The committee ap- 
pointed to organize the American Quaker unit con- 
sists of Prof. Rufus M. Jones, of Haverford College, 
Dr. Leroy Mercer of Swarthmore College, and Vincent 
D. Nicholson of New York city. The men and women 
who volunteer for this unit _ begin training at once 
at Haverford, where they will be taught how to build 
houses, restore streets, and make devastated villages fit 
for habitation. As soon as the unit is ready for its 
work it will be sent to France under the auspices of the 
American Red Cross. 
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The baseball season on the western front is in full 
swing, writes the Associated Press correspondent at the 
British headquarters in France. Under the shadow of 
Vimy Ridge a great game was played one afternoon 
before an all-khaki audience on a bit of the battlefield 
on which the shell holes had been filled in and a rough 
grandstand erected for the officers and other spectators, 
including General Horne, commanding the first British 
army, who has become an enthusiastic fan. The game 
was between teams representing two Canadian brigades. 
As a matter of fact, all the teams in what may be called 
the World War League are now composed of repre- 
sentatives of the numerous Canadian bodies, and all the 
players are anxiously awaiting the arrival of the Amer- 
ican forces to arrange for an inter-league series. The 
games are played twice a week. 
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As an inducement to young men to live up to the 
Marine Corps’ slogan “First to Fight,” a prize will be 
awarded to the first man each day accepted for enlist- 
ment as a_sea-soldier during National Marine Corps 
Recruiting Week, June 10 to 16, in many cities through- 
out the country, according t> an announcement maée at 
Marine Corps Headquarters. Marine Corps Week, with 
its slogan “Four Thousand Enlistments by Saturday 





“Night,” will be the Marine Corps’ record recruiting 


achievement, and Major George Barnett, comman- 
dant, urges every American to “do his bit” in some way 
during that week. . “If you want to. test your courage 
and get real fighting with real fighters,” says General 
Barnett, “enlist in the Marines.” 
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The Aero Club of America announced on May 30 that 
it had received a sketch of a German seaplane that 
participated in the attack and sinking of the British 
steamship Gena on May 1, by which it appears that the 
Germans have appropriated Rear Admiral Bradley A. 
Fiske’s idea of the torpedoplane, or a seaplane carrying 
torpedoes. The British Admiralty report of the sinking 

id that the Gena was sent to the bottom by a torpedo 





discharged by a seaplane. The receipt of the sketch by 
the Aero Club has hastened the experiments which are 
being conducted along lines suggested by Admiral Fiske 
with the permission of the Navy Department, although 
the tests are being paid for through private subscription. 
It is probable that the first torpedoes will be ready 
for experiments within a week. 
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Friends of the Seminole Indians of Florida have at- 
tained the goal of twenty years’ labor in the grant to 
the natives by the legislature of that state, approved by 
the Governor, of approximately 100,000 acres near the 
end of the peninsula, in the neighborhood of the Ten 
Thousand Islands. The Seminoles have for years been 
homeless and nearly penniless, and a state association 
headed by Mrs. Minnie Moore Wilson, of Kissimmee, Fla., 
has been active in their behalf. The National Govern- 
ment has supported the move for a state reservation, hav- 
ing a representative before the legislature to plead the 
case of the Indians, and it will establish industrial schools 
and assist the Indians in agriculture and trade. 
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After undergoing repairs and alterations costing nearly 
$100,000, the U.S. Army transport Crook is ready to go 
to the naval station at Puget Sound to be drydocked for 
cleaning and painting, says the American Marine En- 
gineer. The work of equipping the vessel with new 
winches and booms capable of handling heavy shipments, 
enlarging the hatches and other alterations, has been 
completed. by the Hefferman Engine Works, at San 
Francisco, where the Crook has been lying since last De- 
cember. The work just completed was begun in January 
and will make the vessel capable of handling the heavy 
railroad equipment being shipped to the North by the 
Alaska Engineering Commission. 
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Marshal Joffre has been formally designated by the 
French government to collaborate with the General Staff 
of the United States Army in the organization and 
instruction of the American expeditionary force iti 
France. The Marshal has already completed the plans 
formulated in the United States and on the voyage: 
back for the housing and training of the American troops, 
including the engineers, who are expected to arrive first. 
Colonel Fabry and Lieutenant de Tessan, who accom- 
panied the Marshal to the United States, will have an 
important part in the work of training the American 
troops. 
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Dr. D. De Waltoff told members of the American Medi- 
cal Pharmaceutical League assembled at the Astor Hotel, 
New York city, on May 28 that he had discovered an 
explosive ten thousand times more powerful than dyna- 
mite, five grains of which could blow up the Woolworth 
Building. He declared the explosive had been found 
accidentally and that experts were working to perfect a 
method of handling it safely. The detail, he said, would 
be turned over to the Government as soon as means were 
devised to handle it with necessary safety for military 
— Dr. De Waltoff has dubbed his explosive “Terror- 
all.” 
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Twenty-one fewer ships arrived at the port of New 
York in May than in April. There were 428 arrivals 
with a total tonnage of 1,099,433, as compared with 449 
ships with a total tonnage of 1,149,740 for April. Forty- 
five more ships sailed from New York during May, with 
a total tonnage of 1,155,508, as compared with 383 ves- 
sels of 1,045,466 tons for the previous month. American 
vessels arriving during May numbered 127, six more than 
April, while 134 American ships left port, as against 
107 vessels of American registry during April.

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THE NAVY’S SHORE STATION PROGRAM. 


So rapid has been the progress upon the building pro- 
gram inaugurated by the Navy last winter embodying the 
improvement and extension of navy yards, training sta- 
tions, submarine and aviation bases, that it is now an- 
nounced officially some of the work which normally 
would have taken three or four years will be completed 
in nine months. The program includes also the erection 
of immense storage warehouses for supplies and muni- 
tions, construction of drydocks and the completion at the 
Naval Gun Factory of the largest gun skop of its kind 
im the world. The more important features are at the 
following stations: 


New York Navy Yard :—$50,000 is being expended on 
ways for the largest ships; machine shops are being 
doubled; the largest storage warehouses in the country 
and additional shops and buildings are under way. 

Philadelphia Navy Yard:—New drydock 1,000 feet 
long to accommodate battleships and battle cruisers; two 
new ways for shipbuilding; new structural and machine 
shops; the largest foundry on the Atlantic coast; bar- 
racks for Marine Corps—all involving expenditure of 

’ ’ 

Washington, D.C.:—Naval Gun Factory being ex- 
panded ; new gun shop to be largest of its kind; total ex- 
penditures $7,000,000. 

Mare Island, Cal.:—Navy yards being extended with 
new equipment to handle largest ships; camp for 5,000 
men under way. 

Puget Sound, Wash. :—$3,000,000 being expended in 
facilities for constructing cruisers and auxiliaries. 

Pensacola, Fla.:—New and complete aviation station 
and base with hangars, machine shops, dirigible sheds, etc. 

In addition to the items cited above the new camp for 
the Marine Corps at Port Royal, has been completed, as 
has also the new barracks at Charleston, S.C. Each of 
these stations will now accommodate 5,000 marines. The 
new camp and training station at Quantico, Va., is well 
under way and various improvements have been made at 
the Portsmouth, N.H., Newport, R.I., Boston, -Mass., and 
New Orleans Yards. In the various naval districts 
hundreds of magazines, storehouses, hospital pavilions 
and medical depots have been erected. 

Civil Engr. F. R. Harris, U.S.N., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, is in charge of the program. 
He estimates the aggregate expenditures to complete the 
work will not be under $80,000,000. ‘‘The improvement 
program,” Admiral Harris said, “amounts to the practi- 
eal rebuilding of some of our navy yards and stations. 
This undertaking, which is well under way and in some 
eases nearing completion, provides building ways, shops, 
tools, cranes, and all of the requisite appurtenances, de- 
stroyers, submarines, scout cruisers, gunboats and 
auxiliaries. Besides this by indirect supervision and 
assistance the warship building facilities of the large 
private plants have been increased, in some’ cases such 
assistance extending to the enlargement of shops and an 
increase in producing facilities at some of the large 
electric, steel and ordnance plants of the country. Train- 
ing and concentration camps for nearly 50,000 Naval 
Militia and Reservists are being provided and will all be 
completed by July 1. Some of these camps, small vil- 
lages in themselves containing several hundred buildings, 
with lighting, heating, plumbing, and drainage, have been 
undertaken and finished in the brief space of one month.” 
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PROFESSOR TILLMAN TO HEAD U.S.M.A. 


Prof. Samuel E. Tillman, who holds the rank of colonel 
on the retired list of the Army, has been selected to suc- 
ceed Col. John Biddle, C.E., U.S.A., as Superintendent 
of the United States Military Academy. Announcement 
of the appointment of Professor Tillman was made on 
June 5. Colonel Biddle was relieved on June 2 in order 
to assume command of the new 6th Regiment of Engi- 
neers, U.S.A. 

Professor Tillman, who is held in the highest esteem 
by thousands of graduates of the Military Academy and 
indeed by all who have known him, was retired ‘for age 
Oct. 2, 1911, after a continuous service of thirty-two 
years at West Point and forty-six in the Army. He was 
born in Tennessee Oct. 2, 1847, and entered the U.S.M.A. 
as a cadet July 1, 1865. He was graduated June 15, 
1869, standing No. 3 in his class, and was promoted in 
the Army second lieutenant, 4th Artillery. 


During his active service in the Army he was ordered 
on frontier duty at Fort Riley in the fall of 1869, where 
he remained until the following summer, when he went to 
the Military Academy as assistant professor of chemistry. 
He was transferred to the Corps of Engineers June 10, 
1872, with the rank of first lieutenant, and remained at 
the Academy as principal assistant professor of chem- 
istry until August, 1873. He then served as assistant 
engineer, on the exploration under Lieut. George M. 
Wheeler in Arizona and New Mexico. When relieved 
of that duty in March, 1874, he was appointed assistant 
astronomer in the United States expedition to northern 
Tasmania to observe the transit of Venus. In July, 
1875, he was ordered to the U.S.M.A. again as principal 
assistant professor of natural and experimental philoso- 
phy. In 1876 he again accompanied Lieutenant Wheeler 
in the explorations in Colorado, Nevada, Utah, Idaho and 
Montana. Being relieved of that duty in August, 1879, 
he went back to West Point as principal assistant pro- 
fessor of chemistry. On Dec. 21, 1880, he left the line 
of the Army to accept the office of professor at the U.S. 
M.A. He received the rank and pay of colonel, to date 
from Dec. 21, 1880. His last duty at the Academy was 
as head of the Department of Chemistry, Mineralogy and 
Geology. Colonel Tillman was awarded the degree of 
M.A. by Yale in 1906. He is the author of “Elementary 
Lessons in Heat,” “Important Minerals and Rocks” and 
“Descriptive Mineral Chemistry.” ~ 





STEAMSHIP FARE REDUCTION FOR OFFICERS. 

We receive from the Secretary of War through Lieut. 
Col. William M. Cruikshank, Adjutant General, copy of 
letter from the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, San 
Francisco, Cal., dated May 18, 1917, relative to a redue- 
tion of single trip fares for United States commissioned 
officers traveling at their own expense, and their families, 


The company writes, through its General Passenger 
Agent, Bir. W. A. Young, jr., saying: 

“We are pleased to advise that Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company will accord a reduction of twenty-five 
per cent. from single trip fares for the passage of United 
States commissioned officers, traveling at their own ex- 





pense, and their families, to points reached by both our 
Trans-Pacific and Panama lines. If you find it con- 
sistent, will you kiadly give this matter publicity and 
greatly oblige.” 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, 


The dismissal of an officer by sentence of G.C.M. does 
not render him ineligible for appointment to office in the 
Military Establishment, or for enlistment as a soldier, or 
from holding a civil office under the Federal Government, 
in the opinion of the J.A.G. This was the reply given 
to the inquiries made by James R. Sams, formerly a 
major in the 2d Infantry, N.G. Kentucky, who was dis- 
missed for violation of the 61st Article of War and for 
offenses under the 62d and 65th Articles. 

The Surgeon General of the Army requested an opin- 
ion on whether the prohibition against the construction of 
any building or structure intended for use as an Army 
hospital, costing more than $30,000 unless specifically 
authorized by Congress, as contained in the Act of May 
12, 1917, should be considered as effective from that 
date or from July 1, 1917. He will be informed that the 
provision is included in “general legislation” and must 
be in effect from the day of approval. f 

It is not the policy of the War Department to inter- 
fere in the contractual relations between post exchanges 
and their creditors where there is a “bona fide dispute 
which appears to be a proper case for judicial determina- 
tion.” Following this policy the Department will take no 
action on the complaint of Fred J. Feldman, of El Paso, 
Texas, against the post exchange of the 2d Montana In- 
fantry. When that regiment was ordered home for muster 
out Feldman was sent a lot of unsold goods and a check 
for the difference on an order he had filled. He refused 
to accept some hat straps and gun ¢éovers, declaring that 
they had been “made to order” and would be a total loss. 
The regimental officers claimed that they had an agree- 
ment with the dealer whereby all unsold goods would be 
returned when they were ordered home. 

The Adjutant General of New Mexico asked whether 
a retired enlisted man of the Army can be commissioned 
a captain in the National Guard of that state for the 
purpose of being detailed as property and disbursing offi- 
cer, and whether, if so commissioned, the enlisted man 
would lose his retired pay. He will be informed that in 
the opinion of the J.A.G. there is no legal objection to 
the commission being issued, but it is believed that a 
Comptroller’s ruling is in effect against the soldier being 
paid from Federal funds while drawing retired pay. This 
compensation would be stopped during the period of his 
service in the National Guard, it seems. 


COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


Chaplains of the active list of the Navy having the 
rank of captain or commander are entitled~to the pay 
and allowances of their rank, according to a decision of 
the Comptroller in disapproving a decision of the Au- 
ditor. The Comptroller points out that according to the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, “all commissioned officers of the 
active list of the Navy shall receive the same pay and 
allowances according to rank and length of service,” 
and that “it would seem, therefore, that the said pro- 
vision of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, had for its sole 
object and purpose, the repeal of the provision of the 
Act of May 13, 1908, denying to chaplains above the 
rank of lieutenant-commander the pay and allowances 
of their rank.” He adds: “To hold otherwise would 
be to impute to Congress an intention to enact a law 
without an intention thereby to accomplish anything.” 

A Navy officer who is acting as a naval attaché is 
not entitled to an allowance for forage for horses kept 
by him while on duty in that capacity, the Navy person- 
nel act of March 3, 1899, expressly excepting “forage” 
from the pay and allowantes of certain naval officers in 
assimilating the pay and allowances of certain naval 
officers with those of Army officers. 

In reply to a letter of inquiry from the Secretary of 
the Navy, the Comptroller holds that a cetired officer 
of the Navy above the rank of lieutenant-commander who 
was ordered to active duty prior to the declaration of 
war in connection with actual or proposed naval ac- 
tivities preceding such declaration is entiteld to the full 
pay and allowances of his grade from the declaration 
of war without the issuance of new orders after war was 
declared. 

An enlisted man of the Navy is entitled to an hon- 
orable discharge gratuity computed at the rate he was 
receiving or entitled t. receive at the time of discharge 
irrespective of whether he has an “ordinary discherge”’ 
or the “honorable discharge” specified in the Act of 
Aug. 22, 1912, when he re-enlists for four years within 
four months after being honorably discharged. 

An enlisted man of the Navy who has enrolled in the 
Fleet Naval Reserve, Naval Reserve Force, is entitled 
to the “same pay as an enlisted man of the naval service 
on active duty of corresponding rating and of the same 
length of service” in addition to his retainer pay of 
$125 per annum while on active duty in time of war, 
provided his enrollment in the Reserve occurred within 
four months from the date of his honorable discharge 
by reason of expiration of enlistment in the Navy proper. 
This decision applies to original enrollments in the 
Naval Reserve Force as distinguished from re-enrollments. 

The pay of civilian per diem employees of the Navy 








Department from June 30, 1917, is fixed 'by the Comptrol-: 


ler in a letter to the Secretary of the Navy on the fol- 
lowing basis: If a per diem employee receives com- 
pensation at the rate of less than $3.33-1-3 per day ihe 
will be entitled to the ten per centum increase; if his 
rate of pay is between the above mentioned sum and 
$5 per day he is entitled to the five percentum increase ; 
if his pay is more than $5 per day he will not be 
entitled to any increase. “The increase will be allowed 
on overtime work as well as on -egular work provided 
the rate paid for overtime work on an eight-hour  basts 
is not more than $5 per day.” 
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A correspondent in Rome, Italy, sends us a clipping 
from the Paris edition of the London Daily Mail des- 
cribing the offensive on the Italian front which sum- 
marizes its purpose and effect in these words: “The 
operations on the Italian front, which, to those unac- 
quainted with the situation, have appeared of secondary 
value, have instead a threefold importance, both in re- 
lation to the Italian and to the Allied fronts. They 
immobilize, in the first place, the whole of the best 
troops and reserves of the Monarchy, a factor of con- 
siderable importance; they gradually wear down the key- 
stone of the whole Austrian resistance in the west and in 
the Balkans, thereby continually hampering the mili- 


esto or simans 


tary plans of the Central Empires. The fate of Aus- 
tria (and, indirectly, that of Germany) and the issue 
of the war in the Balkans hangs on the Italian cam- 
paign. Such is the task which has been entrusted te 
Italy; nor is it less vital to the ultimate issue of the 
struggle, nor less difficult, than that of the Franco- 
British armies in Champagne. The Italian armies as 
well as the Italian people have determined to carry it 
through victoriously, whatever the sacrifice.’ To this 
our correspondent, L. G. Hodges, adds this appreciation 
of her own of the Italian army and the Italian people: 
“The clipping,” she writes, “but briefly and all too mod- 
estly calls attention to what the splendid Italian army 
has done not only for Italy but for the whole worid; 
quietly, steadily, uncomplainingly (nay, smilingly), fac- 
ing the enemy while overcoming natural obstacles far 
beyond any ever constructed by the hand of man.” 
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TEACH THE NEW ARMY TO SHOOT. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I hope for the honor of American marksmanship that 
the General Staff has perfected plans for an intensive 
course of instruction in rifle firing for the 500,000 men to 
be enlisted. The bulk of these men have never had a 
military rifle in their hands, and without instruction, it 
would be folly to pit them against seasoned troops in 
Europe. 

If great camps are to be established for the instrue- 
tion of these men it will be extremely difficult to accom- 
plish this most important part of the soldier’s training 
owing to the immense rifle range necessary. There is 
no better system known than the one now in use by the 
Regular Army in training its marksmen, but we must 
remember that at each military post there is an elabor- 
ate range and each man is given two months’ instruction 
under experts. It is evident that this cannot be done 
if tens of thousands of men are rushed into great train- 
ing camps. 

The practical way is to put the men into brigade 
camps—roughly speaking 6,000 men—this, besides local- 
izing the increments—a thing to be recommended, would 
allow each camp to have its 200-yard range, which is 
sufficient for a hurried training, and with the gallery 
firing is all that is necessary. One month per regiment 
must be given up for this instruction, including the gal- 
lery practice—pointing and aiming and position drills— 
gallery practice is of the utmost importance to men un- 
accustomed to arms and with unlimited ammunition and 
opportunity any man can become a proficient rifleman. 
My system in the regiment is to divide the companies 
into three parts—one part is pointing and aiming, an- 
other is learning the positions and the use of the strap, 
ete., and the third is firing. This keeps the entire com- 
— at work and by changing from one to the other 

eeps them interested. 

or fast work each company should have four target 
rifles and practically unlimited ammunition. The regu- 
lar range should be a pit containing twenty-four “A” 
targets (sliding) with a range of 200 yards. Everything 
that can be learned upon an extended range can be 
learned at 200 yards. I am greatly in favor of brigade 
camps, for many reasons—the principal one being that 
the training of 6,000 men is a big enough undertaking 
for one man and another, the difficulty in obtaining the 
necessary ranges for rifle shooting. 
_ If this training is contemplated it will require a direct- 
ing officer, assisted by Regular officers conversant with 
Army methods and the manner of building ranges, and 
remember these cannot be made in a day—the work is 
long and difficult. Safety for the markers and the in- 
habitants of the neighborhood must be considered. Now 
is the time to appoint the officers, select the sites, con- 
tract for the work and have everything ready before the 
recruits are rushed into their camps.

SERGEANTS ON COLLEGE DUTY. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

What are we going to do with these highly trained non- 
commissioned officers? The War Department in selecting 
N.C.O.’s-for provisional commissions in the new regi- 
ments that are to be organized is evidently over-looking 
and neglecting some of the very best material they pos- 
sess. I refer to the sergeants on college duty with the 
R.O.T.C. “These men are of the highest type in the 
Army. Most of them were, previous to their present de- 
tail, R.N.C.S.O. or Ist sergeants, of long service, and the 
regimental commanders in recommending these men were 
directed by the War Department to recommend none but 
excellent men, men possessing certain educational quali- 
fications, of good moral character and good instructors, 
ete. 

Apparently all sergeants possessing the necessary quali- 
fications are being given a show except those on college 
duty. Bulletin No. 59, Eastern Department, c.s., states 
that sergeant instructors on duty with the National 
Guard may be discharged to accept commission in same 
and lets it be known to the state authorities that if they 
wish to retain these sergeants as instructors it will be 
necessary to give them commissions. 

Par. 30, G.O. 39, W.D. 1916, states that a sergeant 
on college duty with the R.O.T.C. will not be allowed 
to accept a commission in a National Guard unit. There 
have been schools of instruction established for the N. 
C.0.’s on duty with troops with a view to giving them 
a course of training to fit them for commissions, but so 
far as I know, there has been nothing done towards com- 
missioning any of the sergeants on college duty. If 
these sergeants should be ordered to duty with troups they 
would probably find themselves commanded by officers wha 
were sergeants and corporals in their old organizations 
when they themselyes were first sergeants.

I believe that 
it would be better that a few manufacturers should be put 
to a slight inconvenience than that an army of one or 
two million men should be made to suffer by having to 
wear a coat which is absurd as a Service garment and 
which will greatly reduce the efficiency and comfort of 
the men who are compelled to wear it. 

No one who has not worn the Service uniform under 
all conditions of service can have any idea of the tor- 
ture caused by the high collar. If any one doubts this 
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Tet e _get an enlisted man’s coat, put it on over an 
O.D. shirt and with the Infantryman’s equipment and , 


full hae “yl hike about ten miles, then dig a standing ’ 
trench and, if not satisfied, fire from fifty to a hundred 
shots at a target from the prone position. I believe 
that if permitted to do so, ninety per cent. of the officers 
in the Service would at once order the pro new 
pattern coat. 

All the tailors in the country know how to make the 
turn down collar while comparatively few know how to 
make the standing collar and ee it on a coat properly. 
Instead of confining the manufacture of uniforms to 
few who may be specially equipped for it, the change 
would make it possible to have them made in every 
tailor shop in the United States. It is well known that 
the few tailors who can make a properly fitting uniform 
of the present pattern charge exorbitant prices because 
they think we must buy from them.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports June 1-7.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

Allusions made on both sides deal with the Anglo- 
French offensive of April and May in northerh France 
as having come to a definite stop for the present. Esti- 
mates of the German forces engaged in the whole course 
of the operation have been published during the week in 
Canada and in Paris. These estimates coincide approxi- 
mately, and agree in a tendency to present the results 
of the offensive as highly favorable to the attacking side 
in respect to the losses inflicted on the defense. The 
Ottawa estimate places the German forces in France 
during the period of the offensive at 15714 divisions of a 
minimum average strength of 13,000 men, a total (mini- 
mum) of 2,047,500 men; of these 1074 were holding the 
front and fifty maintained as army reserves in the rear; 





- of the fifty, only twenty were fresh troops, thirty di- 


visions having been brought back from the front after, 
enduring exhausting fighting; of bayonets capable of de- 
fending the trench line the Germans in France were esti- 
mated to have a million, the remainder being artillery 
and second line troops or subsidiary services. The Paris 
estimate reckoned that losses among the 107 divisions 
engaged had averaged 2,000 men, or over, to the division, 
and that the German battalion, now noticeably depleted, 
seldom exceeded 700 men. These figures have uncertain 
value as statistics, but are noteworthy for their con- 
tention as to the effort of the spring campaign in re- 
ducing the German numerical force. Similar views as 
to the Entente losses are expressed in an address made 
by the Bavarian Crowy Prince to troops of his army 
group. He speaks of the British offensive as a “last 
effort to break through our front,” and refers to the 
British losscs as the real reason why the offensive has 
been brought to a close. British unofficial estimates of 
the air losses during May put the loss of the Germans 
at 44% airplanes, and those of the French and British at 
271, of which eighty-six were British. 

Jhe chief fighting in the present week on the British 
froeat in France has been on the western outskirts of 
I«ns. On the night of June 2, according to the British 
statement, the enemy’s positions on the Souchez river 
were attacked. A power house, converted into a Ger- 
man \lefensive position, was the chief objective. The at- 
tack gained this position, but the British were expelled 
on the 3d by violent counter-attacks. On the night of 
the 4th the British renewed their attacks and regained 
the power station. The operation was supported by at- 
tacks in\mediately to ‘the north, from, the direction of 
Loos anc’ south of Lens, against the German position on 
Greenlan’ hill near Gavrelle. In both of these areas, 
the London statements claimed slight progress. Farther 
south, from the Scarpe to Bullecourt, the artillery was 
active, but as ‘n the previous week, the heaviest of the 
German fire was sufficient to discourage any attacks save 
a few raids and advances by reconnoitering parties. 
Such small operations were noted by Berlin June 1 near 
Chérisy and Fontaine-lez-Croisilles; on June 3, northeast 
of Monecby; again on the 4th at Monchy and Chérisy, 
where the British reported the loss and recapture of:a 
small post. Between Lens and Ypres, especially in the 
Wytschaete area, minor activity noted during the pre- 
ceding week continued, without leading to any heavy en- 
gagement. A British raid south of Ypres was carried 
out on the night of June 2. On the following night the 
British entered the opposing lines east of Vermilles, 
while the Germans raided southwest of La Bassée and 
near Neuve Chapelle. South of Ypres, June 5, the Brit- 
ish reported the capture of seventy-five prisoners, and 
on the night of the 5th a British party raided to the 
north of Armentiéres. For the most part the week on 
the British front was the least active since the opening 
of spring. Jn the 7th, however, London announced the 
delivery of a great new British assault on a nine-mile 
front in the region of Wytschaete, the scene of recent 
active reconnoissance. The attack was delivered at three 
a.m. on the 7th and attained its foremost objectives. 

On the French portion of the western front the French 
forces kept on the defensive with few exceptions. At 
several points in the Aisne and Champagne regions they 
resisted energetic German attacks; in which recent 
French gains were stubbornly contested, the ground in 
some cases changing hands a number of times. The heavi- 
est German attacks were delivered in the area north and 
west of Craonne. In Champagne, on Mt. Haut; the Ber 
lin statement of June 1 recorded a German attack with 
the capture of sixty French prisoners. At the western 
end of the Chemin des Dames, north of Laffaux Mill, a 
German assaulting party on June 1 entered French posi- 
tions on the morning of the 1st, but was, according to 
Paris, driven from the greater part of them later in the 
day. The French on the same date announced the cap- 
ture of a German post south of Chevreux (east of Cra- 
onne), where the French line forms a salient. German 
attacks were reported also to the west of Cerny; south 
of Loivre (north of Reims) ; and on the Casque height 
in Champagne. On the night of the 1st the German guns 
bombarded the French front from Hurtebise to Chey 
reux and concentrated. their fire during the following 
twenty-four hours against the Vauclere and Calafornie 


Plateaux in this region. On the night of the 2d units 
of two German divisions delivered five attacks against 
the front on the plateaux. The French statement re- 
ports that the German infantry at points discarded open 
order tactics altogether and advanced shoulder to 
shoulder. The French version of the engagement records 
that the attacks were driven back at most points, and 
that the few lost trench elements were recaptured. The 
German reports of June 4 announce that French 
trenches on the west slope of Froidmont ( Winterberg) 
were captured with 150 of the French defenders, and held 
against efforts to recover them; Paris admits a German 
occupation of the French advanced positions northwest 
of Froidmont in a German atteck of June 3, but lays” 
stress on the preceding repulse of the attacks on the 
Vauclerc and Californie plateaux as the significant fea- 
ture of the general operation. Farther west, during the 
night of the 3d the Germans report a successful local 
attack northwest of Bray resulting in the capture of 
more than 100 prisoners, and the repulse of three French 
counter-attacks on the 4th, as well as a French -counter- 
attack at Froidmont. Paris, however, asserts that the 
attacks of the 4th effected recovery of part of the dis- 
puted trenches north of Braye. On the night of June 5, 
according to Paris, amid a heavy German artillery fire 
directed against a great part of the Chemin des Dames 
front, the German infantry came forward in a succession 
of assaults at Hurtebise (northwest of Craonne), where 
the French maintained their line, inflicting hef&vy losses. 
German successes at the two points west of Craonne are 
less significant than would be a like gain before Craonne 
itself, where the French hold a strong salient and in 
Craonne itself, their most helpful point of support for 
the ridge positions. Elsewhere than on the Aisne and 
Champagne fronts «ctivity was slight. Paris, June 1, 
reported the repulse of a series of German attacks on 
Hill 304 in the region northwest of Verdun. On the 2d 
the French made a raid on opposing trenches on the 
Meuse heights near La Fiéveterie. On May 29 and 30 
German artillery bombarded Bar-le-Duc, an undefended 
town in the French rear; in reprisal for this, reports~ 
Paris, June 5, French aviators bombed the German city 
of Treves on the Rhine. Barracks and stations in the 
German rear were bom{arded from the air at the same 
time. On June 6 the Germans, after bombardment, 
again delivered a number of attacks northwest of Braye 
against the Mortier wood, north of Vauxaillon at the 
Pantheon farm, south of Filain and in the Boyelles 
salient. In the last two localities they occupied, as 
Paris admits, parts of front line trenches. On the 7th 
Paris reported the resumption of the artillery duel along 
the Chemin des Dames. 


THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Continued changes of high command in the Russian 
army betoken the difficulties and conflicts that continue 
among the authorities at Petrograd. June 1 a Petrograd 
dispatch reported a local council of the Workmen’s 
and Soldiers’ organization had taken possession of the 
fortress of Kronstadt and cast off the authority of the 
Petrograd government. Dispatches June 7, however, an- 
nounced that the “Kronstadt republic” had surrendered 
unconditionally to the provisional government. 

On June 5 was announced the resignation of General 
Alexieff from chief command of the Russian armies, a 
position which he had held since April 15 without reaching 
a working agreement with the civil authorities. General 
Brusiloff, who recently tendered his resignation as com- 
mander of the southwestern front, but later withdrew it, 
was appointed to su lexieff, Action on the mili- 
tary front was as restricted as in previous weeks. Bands 
of Russian troops entered German trenches near Novi 
Mossor in the Kovel region and near Pnevi in the Car- 
pathians. The Teuton forces remained passive along 
the entire Russian front. The belief is expressed by 
British writers that comparatively few German troops 
have been withdrawn from this front, considering the 
apparently innocuous condition of their opponents, but 
no definite further indications of an intended invasion of 
the Russian territory has come to light. The agree- 
ment reported on June 6 as reached between Petrograd 
and Kronstadt authorities ameliorated the situation with- 
out removing the danger of future action by the German 
navy with or through Kronstadt against Petrograd. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


The Austrian forces opposing the Italian offensive in 
the Carso have developed a powerful counter-attack, in 
the portion of the front lying midway between Gorizia 
and the Adriatic coast. On June 1, Rome reported ar- 
tillery fire to the north of Gorizia and attacks by the 
Austrian infantry on Hills 592 and 652, the contested 
heights of Mt. Vodice. During this action the Aus- 
trians on the Carso front remained quiet, apparently pre- 
paring for the subsequent effort. The Austrian artil- 
lery pressure shifted on the following day to the region 
east and south of Gorizia. In particular, Rome re- 
ported heavy Austrian fire some six miles south of 
Gorizia in the neighborhood of Dosso Faiti, followed by 
reconnoitering attacks. On the 3d the bombardment was 
extended from San Marco, east of Gorizia, southward to 
the coast, and the Italian lines on San Marco were as- 
saulted and momentarily entered. Other Austrian bodies 
attacked at scattered points along the whole Carso front 
on the night of the 3d. Rome reported the repulse of 
the Austrians west of Castagnevizza and north of Jami- 
ano, but admitted a slight forced retirement south of 
Jamiano. Vienna reported the capture of 600 Italians, 
chiefly in the Faiti region. On the 5th, according to 

anna an attack against the Italian positions south of 
~-miano resulted in the recapture of the trench line 
occupied by the Italians a fortnight earlier, and the tak- 
ing of 6,500 men and 171 officers in a violent engage- 
ment, in which the Italian reserves were unable to check 
the Austrian advance. The thrusting forward of an 
Austrian force at this point menaced the Italian right 
wing, extended eastward to the outskirts of Duino, on the 
coast, three miles to the southeast. Vienna, June 6, re- 
ported the failure of Italian attempts to relieve the situa- 
tion by delivering a series of attacks to the northward 
of the point of strain, in the area of the Vipacco valley 
and elsewhere. The area of the Austrian offensive, be- 
tween Monfalcone and Mt. Hermada, south of Jamiano, 
continued to be the scene of violent infantry and artil- 
lery battles. Vienna announced the capture of another 
height near Jamiano resulting in enlargement of the suc- 
cess. Prisoners taken from the Italian force in three 
days as announced by Vienna, June 6, totaled over 10,000 
men, including three regiments, the 86th, 69th and 71st 
with the great majority of their effectives. The Aus- 
trians report reaching the tunnel near San Giovanni, 
eapturing a field hospital lodged within. The condi- 
tion of the Verona, Syracuse, Puglia and Ancona brigades, 
who withstood the attacks, is described in the Austrian 
report as one of exhaustion. The Italian statement of 
June 6 belittles the Carso retirement as a local with- 
drawal caused by heavy Austrian artillery fire from the 
Hermada height, and the statement of June 7 denies 
further cession of ground. 

The Macedonian front was inactive during the first 
days of the period under review. On June 4 and 7 the 
Teuton statements reported revivals of outpost engage- 
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ments and local attacks, notably at Lake Doiran on the 
Vardar and on the Struma. 

No large movements were reported at any point in the 
Turkish theater of war. 





NOFES OF THE WAR. w* 
German airplanes to the number of sixteen made a 
raid on the English coast on the evening of June 5. The 
official British statement says they crossed the Essex 
coast and dropped bombs in the country and on small 
towns in Essex, and then proceeded to attack the naval 
establishments in the Medway. A considerable number 
of bombs were dropped and a certain amount of damage 
was done to house property, but the damage done to 
naval and’ military establishments was practically negli- 
gible. The Germans were attacked ty British aviators 
before they had an opportunity to carry out their raiding 
intentions to any great extent, and the British anti- 
aircraft guns were very effective. Four German airplanes 
were shot down and four others were driven down by 
British airmen, and two of these it is believed were put 
out of action. So far as late reports show twelve per- 
sons were killed and thirty-six injured in the bombarded 
districts. 
: More than 1,000 bombs have been dropped on Zeebrr2ge 
in the past week by British airplanes, Chancellor «7 the 
Exchequer Bonar-Law announced in the House 7f Com- 
mons on June 5. “On Sunday night, June 2, a naval 
aeroplane carried out an attack on the Germax aerodrome 
at St. Denis, Westrem. Many bombs were ow with 
good results. The enemy seaplane bese at ebrugge 
was also attacked by seaplanes and suipping at Bruges 
likewise bombarded, the British Adwmiralty reports. 
_ The British Admiralty announced on June 1 the sink- 
ing of three American sailing ships after an attack by 
panfire by German submarizes without warning. The 
Dirigo was sunk May 31, but all her crew got safely 
away in their boats and were later landed at Plymouth 
except John Ray, the inird mate, who was drowned. The 
Frances M. was suvx on May 18 and her crew landed at 
Cadiz. The Barbara was sunk on May 24 and her crew 


landed at Gibraitar. All three vessels were owned in 
Maine. 


Capt. J R. Klattenhoff, former master of the German 
steamsbiy Liebenfels, now the U.S.S. Houston, was sen- 
tenced to a year in the Federal penitentiary at Atlanta 
on June 6 after pleading guilty to sinking the ship in 
Charleston harbor on orders of the German Government 
when a break with the United States was imminent. 
Eight of his subordinate officers also are doing a year 
in the prison for the same offense. Klattenhoff testified 
that he got his orders from Dr. Muller, formerly the 
German Consul ig Atlanta. 

.Belgium is to send a “war mission” to the United 
States. It will consist of Baron Ludovic Moncheur, 
Chief of the Political Bureau of the Belgian Foreign 
Office; General Leclercq, cavalry officer ; . Hector 
Carlier, head of the Italian and Belgian Banking Com- 
pany; Major Osterbreith, of the Belgian army and for- 
mer attaché at Petrograd; and Count Louis Ursl. Baron 
Moncheur was Belgian Minister at Washington for eight 
years. Previously he was Minister to Mexico, where he 
married a daughter of the late Gen. Powell Clayton, 
then American Minister at Mexico City. The mission 
of the Belgians will be the same as that of the other 
Allied commissions. Among other things its members 
will make arrangements for the advance of further credits. 

General Michael V. Alexieff, commander-in-chief of the 
Russian armies, resigned on June 4 and General Alexis 
Brusiloff, commander-in-chief of the armies of the south- 
western front, was appointed to succeed him. General 
Gurko, commander on the western front, replaces Brusi- 
loff on the southwestern front. General Brusiloff re- 
cently resigfed from his position as commander-in-chief 
of the armies of the southwestern front, but withdrew 
his resignation after a conference at Petrograd. 

It was officially reported from London in June 5, that 
a British light cruiser and destroyer flotilla sank one 
German destroyer, the S-20, and damaged another in an 
engagement with six enemy destroyers at long range on 
June 5. Ostend was heavily bombarded with “good re- 
sults,” the Admiralty declared. German shore batteries 
returned the British fire, but there were no casualties 
on the British ships and no damage done to the attackin 
vessels. The S-20 was built in 1912 and was of $20 
tons displacement. She was capable of 32.5 knots speed 
per hour, carried seventy-three men and was classified as 
a splendid example of the latest type in such craft. 


A Russian squadron in a cruise:along the Anatolian 
coast on May 29 bombarded four ports and destroyed 147 
Turkish sailing ships loaded with supplies, says an of- 
ficial Russia statement issued June 2 

The French submarine, Circe, according~ to an un- 
official cable from Rome, on June 2, has torpedoed and 
sunk a large enemy submarine as it was coming out 
from Cattaro, escorted by a torpedo boat. Although 
attacked by airplanes, the Circe returned to its base. 

An Austrian torpedoboat was torpedoed and sunk 
by an enemy submarine on the night of June 3, in 
the Northern Adriatic, it was officially announced. 
The majority of the crew was rescued. 


Capt. Georges Guynemer, France’s most famous air 
fighter, according to an official announcement issued on 
June 1, has raised his total of German machines des- 
troyed in single combat to forty-three, greater than has 
ever been claimed for any other pilot, Allied or German. 
Captain Ball, the British aviator, recently reported miss- 
ing and then safe, is credited with forty-two enemy air- 
planes undoubtedly destroyed and a probable bag of at 
least ten more not absolutely authenticated. Captain 
Boelke, Germany’s famous air fighter, was killed after 
he had, according to the German official bulletins, shot 
down thirty-eight Allied aviators. In achieving his 
total, Captain Guynemer broke two more records, for 
he shot down four machines in a single day, two of 
them in a single engagement and within one minute of 
each other.

Col. Stephen H. Elliott, Cav., U.S.A., who died at the 
Union Protestant Infirmary, Baltimore, Md., June 6, 
1917, after an operation, was born—in Georgia Feb. 5, 
1865. He was graduated from the U.S.M.A., July 1, 
1886, and was promoted in the Army additional second 
lieutenant, 4th Cavalry. Four days later he was com- 
missioned to the 8th Cavalry. He was transferred to the 
5th Cavalry in 1887, was promoted first lieutenant, 10th 
Cavalry, Feb. 12, 1894, and was transferred to the 5th 
Cavalry the following March. He was promoted cap- 
tain, 11th Cavalry, in February, 1901; Major, 12th Cav- 
alry, 1911; and was promoted colonel July 1, 1916. 
Colonel Elliott. was an honor graduate of the Infantry 
and Cavalry School, class of 1893. \His first duty after 
graduation was on the frontier at Fort Shaw, Mont. 
His subsequent service included duty at Fort Reno, Okla., 
and at various posts in Texas until February, 1898, 
when he was detailed as mustering officer of Texas 
Volunteers, and went to Porto Rico the latter part of 
1898. He was in command there of the post at Las 
Marias, and also served at other places in Porto Rico. 
He was ordered to the Philippines in March, 1902, and 
was in the field against the revolted native constabulary 
in February, 1904. Among subsequent duties he went to 
Cuba in 1906, remaining there until July, 1908, when he 
returned to the United States for duty. His last post 
was at Fort Bliss, Texas. He leaves a widow, a daugh- 
ter, and two sons, both in the Army, ist Lieut. Dabney 
O. Elliott, Corps of Engrs., and Robert H. Elliott, now 
a cadet at West Point, who entered in 1915. A brother, 
Robert W. B. Elliott, and a sister, Charlotte St. John 
Elliott, are of New York city.

‘oley, No. 1841 New Hampshire avenue. He was sev- 
enty-four years old and a native of Germany. Coming 
to the United States in 1865, Mr. Gathmann went to 
Chicago, where he was a succesSful merchant for twenty 
years. He was head of the Garden City Mill Furnishing 
Company. He had milling machine patents which brought 
him reputation and money, and a combination of lenses 
for large telescopes of his invention. When he retired 
from business in 1892 he devoted much of his time to the 
study of astronomy. Mr. Gathmann about the same 
time exhibited an invention by means of which high 
explosives could be ejected from a cannon with gun- 
powder. A shell filled with carbonic acid gas was placed 
between the powder and the projectile, and when the 
powder exploded it broke the shell and released the gas, 
which acted as a cushion and prevented the explosion of 
the dynamite in the cannon. 

Edward N. Jones, sr., died on May 26, 1917, in the 
seventy-eighth year of his age at Birmingham, Ala. He 
was the father of Lieut. Col. Edward N. Jones, 20th U.S. 
Inf., and grandfather of Cadet Edward N. Jones, 3d, U.S.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 
CHANGES 56, MAY 10, 1917, WAR DEPT. 


Pars. 281, 661, 678, 694, 717, 1086, 1106 and 1535, Army 
Regulations, are changed, and Pars. 681-A to 681-N, inclusive, 
with heading “Accountability for equipment ©,” are added to 


the Army Regulations. For existing organizations of the Regular 
Army and for organizations of the National Guard, now in the mili- 
tary service of the United States, the changes will become effec- 
tive June 30, 1917. For organizations of the Regular Army 
hereafter created, for organizations of the National Guard here- 
after called or drafted into the military service of the United 
States, and for other organizations of the Army of the United 
States that may be organized pursuant to law, the changes 
will become effective on the date of creation, organization, 
muster, call, or draft of any such forces. 





INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS. 
CHANGES 19, APRIL 14, 1917, WAR DEPT. 

Par. 282% is added to the Infantry Drill Regulations im- 
mediately after the heading “Mass Formations,” and Pars. 
283, 734 and 736, Infantry Drill Regulations (edition approved 
Aug. 19, 1911, and edition corrected to November, 1913), are 
changed as follows: 

Mass Formations. 

282%. Being in column of squads, to form a line of col- 

umns of companies or company subdivisions, facing in any de- 
sired direction, at any desired interval, on the right or left 
of the leading element of the battalion: 1. Line of companies 
(half companies, platoons), at (so many) paces, guide right 
(left), 2. MARCH, 8. Battalion, 4. HALT. 
_ The leading company or (subdivision) marches in the. direc- 
tion previously indicated by the major until the command halt 
is given and then halts. Each succeeding company (or sub- 
division) marches by the most direct route to its place at the 
prescribed interval on the left (right) of the next preceding 
company (or subdivision), halting when it is abreast of the 
leading element of the battalion. 

If the battalion be in any formation other than column of 
Squads, the major indicates the desired direction to the leading 
element. The entire command forms column of squads and 
executes the movement in conformity with the principles indi- 
cated above. (C. I. D. R., No. 19, April 14, 1917.) 

_283. Being in line, line of companies, or column of compa- 
nies: 1, Close on first (fourth) company, 2. MARCH. 

If at a halt, the indicated company stands fast; if marching, 
it is halted; each of the other companies is conducted toward 
it and is halted in proper order in close column, 

If the battalion is in line, companies form successively in 
rear of the indicated company; if in column of squads, com- 
panies in rear of the leading company form on the left of it. 

In close column. formed-from line on the first company, the 
left guides cover; formed on the fourth company, right guides 
cover. If formed on the leading company, the guide remains 
as before the formation. In close line, the guides are halted 
abreast of the guide of the leading company. 

The battalion in column closes on the leading company only. 
(C. I. D. R., No. 19, April'14, 1917.) * 

734. Change the fourth subparagraph to read as follows: 

Just before the last note of retreat, the adjutant comes to 
attention and, as the last note ends, commands: 1. Battalion,

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DRAFT REGISTRATION A SUCCESS. 

The registration on June 5 under the Selective Draft 
Act worked smoothly and effectively throughout the 
United States, there being less disturbance on the whole 
than on the average general election day. No definite 
figures are available at the time of going to press. The 
early figures show that the total military registration is 
running below the Census Bureau’s estimate of 10,- 
200,000 and that more than fifty per cent. of the men are 
in classifications indicating exemptions. Only two states 
of those reporting complete figures have exceeded the esti- 
mate of the Census Bureau. Three states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia have shown registrations below the 
estimate. One showing of the figures is that millions of — 
young Americans have put in their names, claiming no 
exemption and stating no reason for release from war 
service. Up to June 7 the total number of arrests made 
for evasions of the Registration law throughout the 
country was 318. 

There is no basis for the widespread report that the 
physical requirements of the Army will be lowered when 
the examiners begin their work with the drafted men. 
Not only is the» War Department thoroughl¥ convinced 
that such procedure would be most unwise in view of 
the certain rise which would result in the sick lists, -but 
it is not believed that it will be necessary to lower the 
physical examination. 

The present intention, as stated, is to begin the draft- 
ing about June 18. As soon as a man has been notified 
of his selection he will be required to report for physical 
examination. If passed through this he will have an op- 
portunity, if desired, to present his claim for exemption; 
if such claim is denied by the exemption board in the 
first instance, the subject will have the privilege of ap- 
pealing the case to the higher board. The decision there, 
however, will be final. The exemption regulations are 
not in final form. When they are they will be promul- 
gated by the President. 

Brig. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, U.S.A., Provost Mar 
shal General, told the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on June 4 that his office expected to get 625,000 ac- 
ceptable men from the first 1,250,000 names drawn from 
those registered. This would indicate that the War_De- 
partment expects to “lose” only fifty per cent. of the ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 registered, because of exemptions 
for both industrial and physical reasons. In the opinion of 
a great many Army officers, however, this is by far too 
high an average to be counted upon. Medical officers be- 
lieve that those dropped for physical defects will hardly 
exceed “one in two” although in recruiting for the Regular 
Army in times of peace the ratio has been as high as four 
in five. The type of men that will pass through the ex- 
aminers’ hands now will be far superior, on an average, 
to the usual applicant for the Army in past years, 
This willl be the result of better environment, training 
and education and throws no reflection on the enlisted 
man of former years. On the other hand, the aggregate 
exemptions, according to best opinion, probably will run 
as high as three or four to one. In such case about 3,- 
000,000 names will have to be drawn before General 
Crowder will be able to turn over to the War Depart- 
ment a complete roster embodying 625,000 men. 

The Provost Marshal General explained’ that to the 
original quota of 500,000 men planned for the first sec- 
tion of the National Army, his office had added 125,000 to 
form reserve units for that force. Such reserves are 
usually figured at twenty-five per cent. of the initial forca 
General Crowder said also that when the original draft 
plans had been drawn up the Department had not planned 
to send any American troops abroad as soon as now ap- 
pears likely. 

Deta‘ls of the exemption feature of the law were ex- 
plained to the committee. It was stated that the Govern- 
ment does not contemplate any “class” exemption either 
for munition-makers or farm-labor. For this reason the 
War Department is opposing the amendment proposed 
by Senator Reed which would make the total registered, 
instead of the population, the basis upon which the quota 
to be drafted from any state will be determined. Selec- 


.tion of the first quota probably will begin within two 


weeks so that exemption claims may be handled with 
expedition. The first units should be in the training 
eamps by Sept. L 

General Crowder deserves the highest praise for 
the success attending the first registration on June 
5 under the Selective Draft Act. In view of the fact 
that the law went into effect as recently as May 18, 
General Crowder accomplished an enormous amount of 
executive work in issuing the admirable registration reg- 
ulations and the millions. of documents and registration 
ecards made necessary. ‘The smoothness with which the 


_registration. worked was helped in part by the governors 


of the states and their civilian aids, but the instrument 
which enabled these men to do. their work was General 
Crowder’s pamphlet describing how the registration 
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should be conducted. Secretary Baker showed his ap- 
preciation of this in his statement made on June 7 when 
he said: “I am delighted with the results of registration 
and greatly pleased with the work of General Crowder 
and the Governors of the states. It was the most spec- 
tacular demonstration of American solidarity I have ever 
seen.” 





COMMISSIONS IN OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 


Up to and including the list of appointees made public 
on June 5, slightly under 9,000 men have been commis- 
sioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. ‘This total in- 
cludes not only the line but also the imposing total of 
first lieutenants in the Medical O.R.C., the A.G.O.R.C., 
and one Reserve Inspector General. Robert S. Clark, 
of New York city, holds the initial appointment in 
Brig. Gen. John L. Chamberlain’s department. The vari- 
ous ranks are represented as follows: 

Majors, 58; captains, 2,502; first lieutenants, 4,181; 
second lieutenants, 1,724. The apparent discrepancy 
between the last two grades is explained by the fact 
that 3,325 commissions as first lieutenant, M.O.R.C., 
have heretofore been issued.

SELECTION OF OFFICERS FROM CAMPS, 

To correct an erroneous impression that appears to 
exist among many men now in training camps, The Ad- 
jutant General’s Office on June 5 issued a memorandum 
which will be posted where all concerned may learn the 
War Department policy with respect to the selection of 
Officers from those in attendance at these camps. The 
statement, signed by Brig. Gen. H. P. McCain, The A.G., 
is as follows: 

The best qualified of all Reserve officers and candi- 
dates will be selected to become officers of the regiment 
which the training company represents. The object is 
to appoint from each company, troop and battery men in 
such numbers and grades that, when added to the officers 
appointed from the Re,ular Army, the full quota of the 
corresponding regiment will be provided. The total 
number selected and the number in each grade will there- 
fore depend upon the Regular Army contingent appointed 
to each regiment. While the age limits prevent the ap- 
‘pointment of older men in lower grades, they do not pre- 
vent the appointment of younger men to higher grades. 
Thus, a man of thirty may be a captain or major. 

Those qualified to be Reserve officers at the end of the 
training period, but selected as indicated above, will be 
appointed officers at once and continued in service for 
the duration of the war, subject of course, to elimination 
for misconduct, etc., or to relief from active duty as the 
result of a material and unforeseen change in the military 
situation. Those classified under this paragraph should 
be such as are competent to serve as additional officers 
of the prospective regiment during its organization period, 
and should be the kind of men who are able to assist in 
organizing and training the new regiment; to assist in 
teaching inexperienced non-commissioned officers their 
special duties. Finally, they should be the kind of men 
that chn be counted upon as good officers for troops to 
be organized later, when they have had the advantage of 
their experience with the first half million in its forma- 
tion period. Or they should be good temporary officers 
ef the Regular Army. They will be recommended for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenants if under thirty-one years 
and six months of age, otherwise as first lieutenants. The 
mumber will of course vary. It is more a matter of en- 
forcing a high standard than of appointing a large 
mumber. 

“Jt should be borne in mind other training camps will 
follow if the war continues,” the memvurandum says. 
This appeared to conflict with the announcement in the 
statement as to training camps given on page 1338, that 
the second series of training camps to be established “will 
afford those not in the military Service, or drafted in 
the future, the last opportunity to become officers.” On 
inquiry at the War Department it is learned that both 
statements are correct. Civilians will not have a chance 
after the second series of camps. Other camps will be 
held if necessary, but students will be selected from the 
ranks of the National Army. 

An excellent man with three months’ training, the 
June 5 memorandum continues, is much superior to a 
weak man with a year’s training; hence, it is better to 
rely on the excellent men of the next camp than to rely 
en weak men, no matter how much time they have de- 
voted to training. Men who give definite promise of 
being ‘competent officers, aisuming additional training, 
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will be encouraged to enter the next training camp. It 
is expected that the number of these men will be quite 
small and will include only young men of most excep- 
tional merit and natural ability who have had no mili- 
tary experience prior to the opening of these camps. No 
Reserve officers or enlisted men of the Regular Army or 
National Guard will be included in this class. 

All others, being those who have merely survived the 
training period, without having demonstrated affirma- 
tively that they possess the fitness and efficiency neces- 
sary in an officer, will be discharged at expiration of en- 
listment. Reserve officers in this class will be recom- 
mended for discharge. Enlisted men of the Regular Army 
or National Guard in this class will be ordered to their 
respective organizations. 

Whenever possible, appointments will be in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. Attention is invited to the fact 
that the Act of Congress approved May 18, 1917, permits 
temporary appointments in any grade, regardless of age, 
but such appointments are not in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. Hence, if it is decided to appoint a man to a 
grade which he cannot hold in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
because of age limits, he will be given a “temporary ap- 
pointment” under the act referred to. The only differ- 
ence will be that a “temporary appointment” expires at 
the end of the war, while appointment in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps is for five years. 

Men of indifferent promise, or men who present co- 
gent reasons, will not be compelled to remain in the 
training camp if they desire to leave.. Care should be 
taken that their decision has been made after mature 
consideration. If Reserve officers, they will remain on 
duty ‘until advised that their resignations have been ac- 
eepted. If enlisted under Section 54, National Defense 
Act, they will be discharged without loss of travel allow- 
ances. If enlisted men of the Regular Army or National 
Guard in Federal service they will be ordered to their 
organizations. 

One requisite of a Reserve officer is a foundation on 
which to build—this foundation is described in Para- 
graph 48 (g), and again in fourth sub-paragraph of 
Paragraph 57, Officers’ Reserve Corps Regulations (Spe- 
cial Regulations No. 43). Cognizance must be taken of 
the fact that the men of the National Army will be from 
twenty-one to thirty-one years of age and of every grada- 
tion of intelligence and standing. Immature, weak- 
looking, or unpresentable officers are absolutely out of the 
question. The other requisite is military efficiency. It 
is emphasized that military efficiency implies both the 
ability and the mental and physical energy to instruct, 
manage and lead. See Paragraph 29, Training Camps 
Regulations (Special Regulations 49). 

The period devoted to the organization of the first 
500,000 troops must also be devoted to training and select- 
ing officers for the second 500,000 to supplement those 
promoted from troops in service. A second series of 
camps will be ordered for this purpose. Thereafter, offi- 
cers will be obtained by promoting officers and men al- 
ready in the Regular Army, National Guard and drafted 
forces, thus giving to those who have volunteered or have 
been drafted for military, service full opportunity to earn 
promotion to the exclusion of those not in actual military 
service.

FAIR PLAY FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 

The-.sincere hope, expressed by public-spirited men in 
every portion of the country, that our Government might 
escape during -the course of the present hostilities the 
inuendos of the scandal monger unfortunately seems to 
have little chance of realization. The recent attack upon 
the subsidiary committees of the Council of National De- 
fense, engineered by certain disgruntled members of Con- 
gress, is the first attempt to attack the reputation of 
men semi-officially connected with the Government; and 
while unimportant in itself, may prove the forerunner of 
a further attack by that portion of the press which is 
always seeking occasion for glaring headlines that charge 
irregularity or inefficiency to those in responsible posi- 
tions. 

It now develops that the “attack” upon the Advisory 
Commission of the Defense Council was caused by the 
unfounded rumor that in letting contracts for the Army 
ecantonment at Fort McPherson, Ga., contracts were 
signed for lumber at $60 per thousand feet, when it was 
selling in the open market at $40 per thousand; and that 
labor was hired at a per diem rate of $7 which could 
have been secured for $4. The inference was drawn that 
the contractor, holding a “cost-plus-profit” agreement 
with the Government, was attempting to make the cost 
as large as possible. The Secretary of War immediately 
started an investigation of these reports, the result of 
which was made known in a signed statement issued by 
Mr. Baker in which he recites the substance of the 
charges, as noted above, and adds: 

“J at once inquired of the Quartermaster General with 
regard to this incident and was informed that all eon- 
tracts for construction work at Fort McPherson had been 
let through the Southern Department and that as yet 
no record had been forwarded to the War Department. 
I then directed inquiry be made at the Southern Depart- 
ment and have to-day received a telegram, as follows: 

“Reference your wire 19th. Prices of lumber when 
contract was made to build cantonments ran from $17 
te $80 per thousand, according to grades and size, which 
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McPherson. It clearly shows that proper prices and 
proper. economies were used in this coutract. I have no 
doubt that the Member of Congress to whom this story 
was brought was imposed upon by some rumor circulated 
by persons without information as to the facts.” 

During the hearings on May 23 before the sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Appropriations, Mr. 
Baker frankly expressed his fear that it would be im- 
possible to prevent the circulation of reports similar to 
the one just referred to. “Undoubtedly this war will not 
differ from other wars,” he said, “and the reputation of 
upright, just, well-meaning men will be wrecked by un- 
just suspicion.” A realization on the part of reputable 
citizens of the tremendous task now on the shoulders of 
their Government would do much to prevent the spread 
of graft-rumors. Daily evidences that the task is being 
solved with certainty and celerity should lead all fair- 
minded men to scorn the purveyors of such insinuations. 
“Fair Play for the Government” might well be made a 
slogan of the nation at this time.

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There is nothing that shows the well-trained soldier to 
better advantage when off duty and in public places than 
the smartness and care he takes in saluting officers he 
may meet. The presence of so many more officers and 
men in our streets at present than is usual in our country 
calls attention to the fact that National Guard officers 
do not seem to impress upon the enlisted men of the 
Guard the logic of military courtesies and the strict 
necessity for giving the prescribed salute when meeting 
officers. There is a regrettable lack of attention paid to 
this matter of the salute among the men of the Guard 
as a recent experience illustrated. A Regular Army offi- 
cer and a National Guard officer both in uniform, were 
strolling through Central Park in New York city last 
Sunday. Noticing this shortcoming on the part of the 
enlisted Guardsmen they met they began taking note of 
these occurrences, and when their walk was over they had 
counted twenty-eight enlisted men of the Guard who had 
failed to salute them; while of the nine enlisted men of 
the Regular Army they met all saluted promptly. On 
asking one of the Regulars how long he had been in the 
Service he replied, “two weeks, sir,” which was ample 
proof of the fact that the man had been properly in- 
structed. This matter of saluting is one of the favorite 
points of attack.of Army critics, particularly those of 
Socialistic leanings. It is always represented as being a 
sign of subserviency on the part of the enlisted men for 
critics of this school, either through ignorance or vicious- 
ness, invariably fail to mention that the officers always 
have to return the salute. In the case of the two officers 
just mentioned they had to salute nine times in return- 
ing the salutes of the nine Regular soldiers they met 
while the men only had to perform this military courtesy 
once each. It would be well for National Guard officers 
to be more insistent in this matter of saluting, for a 
more general observance of the custom among the offi- 
cers and men of the Guard would add much to their 
soldierly qualities and’ would impress the public with a 
greater respect for them.

The absence of Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., 
from the United States on the mission to Russia, while 
of the utmost importance, calls attention to a regrettable 
incident of the registration under the Selective Draft 
law on June 5 in which his services as a diplomat could 
have been used by the Government with the signal suc- 
eess that always attended his work in that character in 
the past. It appears that when the registry clerks went 
to the Navajo Reservation in Arizona the Indians ob- 
jected to registering, it being reported that they declared 
they would rather fight than “go to Germany.” 
Treating with refractory Indians was always one of Gen- 
eral Scott’s most effective réles, his genius for under- 
standing their sign language and their natures as well as 
his profound sympathy for them being reflected in his 
marked success in treating with them. The Ute Indians 
at Ignacio, Colo., also refused to register on June 5, but 
on the following day all except eleven members of the 
tribe came into the town and registered.

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SECOND SERIES @f TRAINING CAMPS. 


Brig. Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General, 
U.S.A., issued a statement on June 2 announcing a sec- 
ond series of officers’ training camps which are to open 
on Aug. 27, the training peried to continue through 
Nov. 26. It will be noticed that there is to be a shift 
in some of the camps, the camp for the New England 
States and fer Divisional Area No. 5 being at Fort Myer, 
for example, and for students from New York city at 
Fort McPherson, Ga., this being done to save the stu- 
dents from the rigors of the autumn weather at Platts- 
burg and other northern camps. yeneral MeCain’s 
steement reads: 

General Plan: To provide officers for the drafted forces 
of the National Army the War Department has adopted 
the policy of commissioning all new officers of the line 
(Infantry, Cavalry, Field and Coast Artillery) purely 
on the basis of demonstrated ability after three months 
observation and training in the officers’ training camps. 
Thus, the appointment of officers of the new armies will 
be made entirely on merit and free from all personal or 
other influences. 

As an emergency measure to provide officers for the 
first 500,000 drafyed treops the War Department has put 
in operation sixteen officers’ training camps with a total 
attendance of about 40,000. These sixteen camps corre- 
spond to the territorial divisions in which it is plaaned to 
raise troops under the Draft Act of May 18, 1917. These 
camps, which began May 15, 1917, are expected to pro- 
vide line’officers well qualified as to character and train- 
ing and sufficient for the first increment of 500,0000, with 
a reserve for that increment. 

Following the policy of commissioning Officers on 
demonstrated worth, it is intended that, after the first 
increment of 500,000 has been organized, officers will be 
obtained by promoting officers and men already in the 
Regular Army, Natie”:.i Guard and drafted forces, thus 
giving to thaSe who have volunteered or have been 
drafted foxy military service full opportunity to earn pro- 
rion to the exclusion of those not in actual military 
service. 

The period devoted to the organization of the first 
500,000 must also be devoted to training and selecting 
officers for the second 500.000 to supplement those pro- 
moted from troops in service. To meet this situation a 
second series of officers’ training camps will be held be- 
ginning Aug. 27, 1917, with the definite mission of pro- 
ducing a body of line officers (Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
and Coast Artillery) capable of filling all places in the 
grades above lieutenant and many of the places in the 
grade of lieutenant in the second 500,000 troops. The 
training camps to be established for this purpose will 
afford those not in the military Service, or drafted in 
the future, the last opportunity to become officers. Also, 
in connection with these camps it is to be noted that 
mature and experienced men are needed to fill the higher 
grades (first lieutenant, captain, major, and a few lieu- 
tenant colonels) in the second 500,000.

{c) Resigned officers of the Regular Army. Maxi- 


mum age limit fifty years. 

(d) Men of proper qualifications made eligible for the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps by the Army Appropriation Act 
of May 12, 1917. Maximum age limit, fifty years. 

(e) Men who have qualified for commissions under 
G.O. 42, War Dept., 1915. Maximum age limit, : fifty 


years. 

(f) Citizens of the United States who have had war 
service in the present war as officers or non-commissioned 
officers of the line in the armies of Allied Powers. Maxi- 
mum age limit, forty-four years. 

(g) Men of exceptional qualifications who tendered 
their services to the Government prior to June 5, 1917, 
and who have been listed under G.O. 37, War Dept. 
Maximum age limit. fifty years. 


(h) Citizens with valuable military experience and 
adaptability for commissioned grade, or citizens who have 
demonstrated marked ability and capacity for leadership, 
and are clearly adapted for nilitary service in commis- 
sioned grade. Maximum age limit, forty-four years. 

Men who applied for the first series of camps must re- 
apply whether or not certified as suitable for the first 
camps. They will have no preference in selection for 
these camps, but will be on-an equal basis with other 
applicants. The minimum age limit for all applicants is 
twency years and nine months. However, in order to 


obtain the experienced class of men desired preference 
will be given to men over thirty-one yars of age other 
things being equal. 
number of applications, it will probably be difficult for 
men under that age to qualify except in instances where 
the applicant has pre-eminent qualifications or unusual 
military experience. All who desire to become candidates 
will apply on the official application blank. Men certified 
as acceptable for the first series of camps (the camps 
now in operation), but not directed to attend must in 
all cases renew their applicaticns. Department com- 
manders have been directed to return to prior applicants 
papers filed with their previous applications. 

A member of the National Guard in Federal service 
may apply throngh channels and, if accepted, will be 
part of his state quota. While in the training camp he 
will be on detached service from his National Guard or- 
ganization. It is expected that the entire National Guard 
will be in Federal service before these training camps 
open. If, the applicant’s organization is not in Federal 
service at time of making application, he must inclose 
with his application a signed statement of The Adjutant 
General of the state recommending the applicant as suit- 
able for appointment as an officer and agreeing to dis- 
charge him, or furlough him for three months beginning 
Aug. 27, 1917, if not in Federal service on that date. 


The few non-commissioned officers of the Regular Army’ 


who were not in position to be included in the training 
schools established for non-commissioned officers recom- 
mended for temporary appointment will, if accepted, be 
included in the quota of the state in which they are sta- 
tioned. These men are highly trained instructors scat- 
tered through the country on college or recruiting duty. 
Employees of the United States must inclose the signed 
recommendation and consent of their chiefs. 

Applications will be received between June 15 and 
July 15, 1917. Under no circumstances will an applica- 
tion be considered if received after July 15. Shortly 
after July 15 Army examiners will visit various points, 
to be announced, in each state. Applicants selected for 
personal and physical examination will be notified to 
appear before the Regular Army examiner in person at 
a convenient point for inquiry into his record, capacity, 
leadership and qualifications in general, also for further 
physical examination if deemed necessary by the ex- 
aminer. After the personal and physical examinations 
are completed, and as scon after Aug. 1, 1917, as prac- 
ticable (not later than Aug. 10) the accepted applicants 
will be notified when and where to go for the training 
course. Accepted applicants, unless they are Reserve 
officers or members of the Regular Army or National 
Guard in Federal service, will be required to enlist for a 
period of three months, under Section 54, National De- 
fense Act, and will agree to accept such commission in 
the Army of the United States as may be tendered by 
the Secretary of War. The enlistment obligates one to 
service in the training camp only. 

RECOMMENDATION FOR COMMISSION ; PAY. 


Men will be classified and recommended for commis- 
sions on the basis of their qualifications as demonstrated 
during the training. Those eligible under the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps age limits (up to thirty-two.for second 
lieutenant, thirty-six for first lieutenant, forty captain 
and forty-five major) will be commissioned for five years 
in the Reserve Corps. However, these age limits will not 
govern all appointments because under the Draft Act of 
May 18, 1917, these age limits do not apply to appoint- 
ment for the war only. Accordingly men qualified for 
commissions except for the Reserve Corps age limits will 
be commissioned in the National Army for the war. In 
other words, a man of forty may be commissioned a 
second lieutenant in this manner if recommended for 
that grade. 

The Government will pay the men in training $100 per 
month during the three months’ course and will provide 
transportation, uniforms and subsistence except that Re- 
serve officers in training will receive the pay of their 
grades and will provide uniforms and subsistence at their 
own expense.

THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


The conferees on the Espionage bill (H.R. 291) on 
June 5 reported agreement, under which the press censor- 
ship provisions are omitted from the bill, and in lieu of 
the Senate matter a bill of thirteen titles is substituted. 
Under Title 1, nine sections are devoted to the question 
of Espionage and its punishment, this matter taking the 
place of the National Defense Secrets Act of March 3, 
1911, which is repealed by the bill. Under Title 2, four 
sections are devoted to the regulation, control and com- 
mandeering of vessels in ports of the United States, 
Title 3 relates to punishment for injury of vessels en- 
gaged in foreign commerce. Title four punishes inter- 
ference with foreign commerce by violent means. ‘Title 
5 provides means for enforcement of neutrality. Title 6 
relates to the seizure of arms and other articles intended 
for export. Title 7 makes the export of certain articles, 
in time of war, unlawful. Title 8 provides punishment 
for disturbance of foreign relations. ‘Title 9 relates to 
passport regulations. Title 10 punishes the counterfeit- 
ing of the Government seal. Title 11 relates to the issu- 
ance of search warrants. Titl 12 restricts the use of 
the mails, and Title 18 gives general provisions for juris- 
diction in the Canal Zone and the Philippines. : 

Rejecting the report of its conferees accepting a Sen- 
ate amendment for an appropriation of $3,000,000 for 
the purchase of the site of the Jamestown Exposition as 
a naval training station and naval base, the House on 
June 7 sent the War Deficiency bill, H.R. 3971, back 
to conference. The vote against the Jamestown item 
was 184 to 114. The House instructed its conferees to 
disagree to the Senate amendment which they had ac/ 
cepted. Representative Fitzgerald, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, frankly told the House that 
he was not satisfied that the prices asked for the James- 
town Exposition and Pine Beach properties were rea- 
sonable. However, Mr. Fitzgerald explained, the Navy 
Department had urged acquisition of the site as an emer- 
gency measure. “This bill,” declared Mr. Sherley, of 
Kentucky, “carries $3,281,294,541.50. The General De- 
ficiency bill carried $147,000,000, the Sundry Civil bill 
carried for distinctly war purposes $16,000,000, thé Army 
bill carried $273,000,000, the Fortifications bill carried 
$51,000,000, the Military Academy bill carried $300,000, 
and the Naval bill carried $517,273,000, making a grand 
total of $4,287,394,900. That represents the total ap- 
propriations roughly that have been made up to this 
time for war purposes. That includes also the provision 
that has been made for what is commonly spoken of as 
the shipbuilding program.” 

The conferees on June 6 adopted a substitute for the 
emergency shipping board provision and another for the 
purchase of the Jamestown Exposition site for a naval 
station base, but, as above noted, the House refused to 
agree to the Jamestown appropriation and sent the bill 
back to conference. The conferees adopted the following 
at the end of the bill: 

Sec. 4. That the service of all persons selected by draft and 
all enlistments under the provisions of the act entitled “An 
act to authorize the President to increase temporarily the Mili- 
tary Establishment of the United States,” approved May 18, 
1917, shall be for the period of the war, unless sooner termi- 
nated by discharge or otherwise. Whenever said war shall 
cease by the conclusion of peace between the United States 
and its enemies in the present war, the President shall‘so de- 
clare by a public proclamation to that effect, and within four 
months after the date of said proclamation or ag soon there- 
after as it may be practicable to transport the forces then 
serving without the United States to their home station, the 
provisions of said act, in so far as they authorize compulsory 
service by selective draft or otherwise, shall cease to be of 
force and effect. 

Sec. 5. That, in addition to the reports now required by 
law, the Secretaries of the Treasury, War and Navy shall each 
on the first Monday in December, 1917, and annually there- 
after, transmit to the Congress a detailed statement of all ex- 
penditures under this act. 


The House on June 7 passed the Senate bill to au- 
thorize issue of rifles and other equipment for organiza- 


tion of some home guards. The bill has thé approval of

cretionary authority to equip “home guards having the 
character of state police of constabulary, and such other 
home guards as may be organized under the discretion 
of Governors.” 

The conferees on the Sundry Civil bill, H.R. 11, re- 
ported agreement on June 6. The bill, among other items, 
provides that “in addition to any other appropriation 
available for this purpose, there is hereby appropriated 
$150,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be 
immediately available, to be expended in printing and 
binding publications and manuals necessary for the or- 
anization and instruction of the land forces of the United 
States or such other necessary printing as the Secretary 
of War may prescribe: Provided, That the printing and 
binding herein authorized may be executed under con- 
tract with private concerns if in the judgment of the 
Secretary of War the public interest requires, notwith- 

. Standing the provisions of law requiring such printing 
— binding to be done in the Government Printing 
ice.”

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SHOE CONTRACTS AWARDED. 


Contracts for 3,450,000 pairs of shoes have been let 
by the Quartermaster Corps of the Army and the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy. This rep- 
resents the largest single allotment of such orders ever 
made by the Government. The land forces are to be 
allotted 2,600,000 pairs and the naval arm 850,000 pairs. 
The contracts were let under the new system com- 
mented on in our last issue (page 1308) whereby the 
sub-committee on supplies of the Council of National 
Defense advised the two government bureaus on how 
best to place the contracts not only to imsure speedy 
delivery but to reduce the disturbance in the leather mar- 
ket to a minimum. Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, chair- 
man of the sub-committee, interested the principal leather 


producers of the country in the plan, securing their co- 
operation in obtaining options on the tremendous quan- 
tity of leather that will be required. Then all the shoe 
manufacturers having facilities for making footwear to 
government specifications were invited to submit bids 
based upon the option-price of leather. They can secure 
leather from any other source if they so desire, but the 
Government is in the position of guaranteeing an ade- 
quate supply at a fixed price. 





Bids for 1,975,000 pairs were received for the Navy’s 


allotment. Contracts were awarded in every instance 
to the lowest bidders; deliveries to be completed in eight 
months. The original estimates called for only 625,000 
airs-for the Navy, but the prices obtained were so much 
ower than expected that the orders were increased to 
850,000. ‘These shoes are of black calfskin, high cut, and 
average $4.83 per pair in cost. The firms receiving con- 
tracts to supply shoes to the Navy included E. E. Taylor, 
of Boston (100,000 pairs at $4.6975); L. Q. White, 
Bridgewater, Mass. (50,000 pairs at $4.685) ; Rice and 
Hutchins, Boston (200,000 pairs at $4.931); T. D. 
Barry, Brockton, Mass. (200,000 at $4.805) ; J. M. Her- 
man, Boston (50,000 pairs at $4.72); B. A. Corbin, 
Boston (100,000 pairs at $4.92); Emerson Shoe Com- 
pany, Rockland, Mass. (50,000 pairs at $5.14); E. T. 
Wright, Rockland, Mass. (1,000,000 pairs at $4.84). 

In addition to the contracts cited above, others have 
been signed by the Depot Quartermaster at Philadelphia 
calling for the delivery of 750,000 pairs of shoes, in- 
tended for issue to the National Army. The total cost 
of all the supplies under these contracts will be not less 
than $20,000,000. Julius Rosenwald, chairman of the 
. 8ub-committee on supplies of the Advisory Commission, 
estimates that $2,000,000 was saved to the Government 
under the new plan of purchasing shoes. The following 
firms were included in the successful bidders at Phila- 
delphia, the average being $4.75 per pair: Rice and 
Hutchins, Boston, Mass; International Shoe Co., St.

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ARMY RELIEF GARDEN PARTY. 

The annual garden party given by the Army Relief 
Society, Branch No. 1, of New York, on Wednesday, 
June 6, at Governors Island, proved one of the most suc- 
cessful ever given. The net amount cleared, it is be- 
lieved, will be very satisfactory. The day itself was a 
gracious one. After days of cold and rain, preceded by a 
rainy and threatening night, Wednesday was loyal to 
the cause, and, in spite of the official warnings, re- 
mained as it began, a delightful day, just warm enough 
to make the guests desire ice cream and just cool enough 
to make them order tea and coffee. 

The ladies of the garrison worked hard, and they were 
enthusiastically assisted by the officers and enlisted men 
from an early hour till midnight. The ladies in charge 
of the various tents, whose names were. given last week, 
are highly appreciative of the kindness of those from 
New York and elsewhere who helped them in the tents 
and at the club, without whose assistance the enormous 
numbers of people who crowded in could not have been 
taken care of. The General Hancock and General Otis 
were in commission during the afternoon and _ evening 
and made trips as rapidly as passengers could be taken 
on and discharged. In addition to the large number 
who had bought tickets in advance, 1,080 persons pur- 
chased tickets at the boats. The people coming after 
three o’clock made their way to the parade, where the 
following program was carried out: 1, Escort to the 
colors; 2,. flying maneuvers by Army Aero Squadron; 
8, battalion drill and evening parade. 

The flying maneuvers under direction of Lieut. Col. 
Carl Hartmann were arranged so that the ascents were 
begun and the landings made in close proximity to the 
very large gallery which covered the terraces in front 
of the Fort Jay regimental officers’ row. Among the 
aviators engaged in the actual flying were Captain Mil- 
ler and Lieutenants Blakeman and Thaw. The escort to 








the colors was, as always, a beautifut ceremony, ad- 
mirably executed by the color eompany of the 22d In- 
fantry, under command of Capt. R. V. Venable. Bat- 
talion drill followed, and dress parade, taken by Major 
John Howard, concluded the military program. 

Major Gen. and Mrs. J. Franklin Bell received the 
guests of the afternoon in the reception tent near the 
Administration Building. They were assisted in_receiy- 
ing by Col. and Mrs. J. C. F. Tillson, Col. Orin B. Mit- 
cham, Col. George T. Bartlett, Mesdames James M.

miral and Mrs. N. R. Usher, who were on the receiving 
committee, were absent owing to a bereavement in Mrs.

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U.S. NAVY MEN SINK ENEMY SUBMARINE. 


There seems every reason to believe that a U.S. Navy 
gun crew on board an American merchant steamer, 
Silvershell, under command of William J. Clark, chief 
turret captain, has destroyed « German submarine after 
a running fight lasting one hour and a half. The fight 
took place in the Mediterranean May 30. The State 
Department at Washington, on June 6, gave out the fol- 
lowing facts: ? 


“The submarine was first seen at about 7,000 yards. 
She had a six-inch gun forward and another aft. She 
flew no flag. Upon sight of the submarine the steamer 
hoisted the American flag and waited about ten minutes. 
As the submarine approached the steamship fired. The 
submarine responded. The steamship kept a speed that 
would permit the submarine to come within range. Then 
followed a fight lasting for an hour and a half. 

“The submarine came to a distance of about _2,300 
yards. By that time the submarine had fired thirty-five 
shots and the steamer twenty-five. The last shot of 
the steamer apparently struck the submarine, which 
raised clear out of the water and stood stern end up 
for a few seconds. Then she disappeared. The 
captain-of the steamer and the commander of the guard 
believe that the submarine was sunk. The steamer 
suffered no damage.” It tan be stated that the steamer 
referred to is not the Mongolia. 

Chief Turret Captain William J. Clark, in charge of 
the Navy gun crew, is credited by Secretary Daniels with 
being a very capable man, who has been close on twelve 
years in the Navy, and that his promotion is being con- 
sidered.. He is a native of Massachusetts. His wife, 
Mrs. Nellie Clark, lives at No. 100 East 119th street, 
New York. The Secretary praises all the members of 
the gun crew, the members of whom, in addition to Clark, 
is composed of the following: Btsn. Mate Thomas F. 
Atwell, of Newport, R.I.; Gun. Mate. James S. Celone, 
born at Ansonia, Conn.; Coxswain Thomas J. Leahy, 
born at Springfield, Mass.; Seaman George R. Briner, 
born at Jamestown, Mo.; Frank Brousseau, born at 
South Bridge, Mass.; Donald F. K. Chisholm, born at 
Jersey City, N.J.; Walter R. Hearn, born at Boston, 
Mass. ; — Mertens, born in Broklyn, N.Y.; Leo 
Maurer, born in New York city; Jerry L. Patterson, 
born in Texas; Lawrence B. Ray, born in Burnsville, 
N.C., and Herman L. Seedorf, born in Brooklyn, N.Y. 

The .U.S. Navy gun crew, under Lieut. Philip Sey- 
mour, aboard: the armed American merchant steamer 
Mongolia, which arrived at a British port on June 5 
from the United States, fired four shots on June 1 at 
a German submarine which discharged a torpedo at the 
steamship. Neither the Mongolia nor the submarine was 
damagéd. The Mongolia was 250 miles from the British 
coast..when the submarine appeared and fired a torpedo. 
Thé€ steamer took a zig-zag course as soon as the sub- 
mrarme was sighted. A British destroyer arrived 
after the firing, and convoyed the Mongolia to port. 
On a@ voyage to England in April last, a gun crew 
on the Mongolia, under Lieut. Bruce Ware, U.S.N., 
fired on a submarine in British waters April 21, and it 
was believed the U-boat was destroyed, although the 
destruction has never been definitely established. 
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SENATE HEARING ON MONGOLIA ACCIDENT. 


Secretary Daniels and Rear Admiral Ralph Farle, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, U.S.N., were the chief 
witnesses before the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
on June 2, at the hearing to investigate the cause: of 
the accident on the S.S. Mongolia on May 20, when 
two Red Cross nurses were killed by the bursting of a 
shell cup. The main points brought out at the hearing 
were that the defect in the shells was caused by the 
brass mouth cups at the base of the shells being driven 
home with such force as to crack the shells and in that 
way cause premature explosion, and that this defect 
had already been corrected by the substitution of light 
wooden cups for the brass ones throughout the Navy. 
Admiral Earle stated frankly to the committee that until 
two days before the hearing the Navy-had been unable 
to discover the cause of the accident on the Mongolia 
as well as the two harmless ones on the St. Paul and 
the St. Louis previously. It was not until the Navy’s 


gunners had target practice \ ith the same sort of shells, 
with the brass cups, at Indian Head proving ground, 
he said, that the real trouble was discovered. 

“We started trying to ascertain what the difficulty 
was immediately after we learned that there must be 
some defect in the shells,” explained Admiral Barle. 
“We tried different sorts of shells and the majority of 
them were all right. We found that the trouble was 
confined to the six-inch shells and, eventually, that it 
was the brass cup that was responsible. The cup, we 
found, was driven with such force at the time of firing 
that it cracked the wall of fhe shell and allowed fumes 
from the cartridge to enter the shell and explode it.” 
Admiral Earle said that the defect was not the fault of 
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any one. The Navy had never found any trouble with 
the brass cups before. The brass cup, he explained, was 
put on the six-inch shell to protect the powder from 
dampness at sea. No test of it had been made at the 
proving grounds before the Mongolia incident because 
the condition of dampness did not exist there and the 
shells had been fired without the cups. When the 
cups were put on the shells-in the test on May 31, the 
defect was discovered. “We are now able to assure 
the committee that no such accidents can occur in fu- 
ture,” said Admiral Barle. “We already had been using 
wooden discs on most of our shells. We are going to 
substitute papier maché discs as fast as we can. ‘They 
are even more practicable. The wooden dise is pul- 
verized or burned in the discharge of a shell. The paper 
disc is even more brittle.” 

A report was read from Capt. William D. MacDougal, 
U.S.N., Naval Attaché at the American Embassy in 
London, in which he said that out of forty-five shells 
fired from the guns of the St. Louis on one of her trips 
four had exploded within 100 feet of the vessel, nine 
inside the guns, and that none exploded when it hit 
the target at which the gunners fired. 

_ “That is not so,” said Admiral Earle. “We have 
investigated the explosion of shells on all the ships. 
Captain MacDougall has been misinformed.” 

Admiral Earle also stated that since the Mongolia 
accident the Navy Department has had reports of other 
instances where fragments of shells had boomeranged 
back to. the deck of a ship at target practice, in one in- 
stance inflicting a slight wound on~a sailor and in the 
other cutting an oar in two.. Senator Swanson asked 
if Lieutenant Seymour’s report of the accident had been 
accepted by the Department as the official explanation 
and Secretary Daniels replied in the affirmative. Then 
Senator Swanson asserted that it “was wrong to expect 
merchantmen to defend themselves with such shells,” 
a curious statement to come from a member of the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs in view of the fact 
that it is Navy officers and gunners who are “defending 
the merchantmen,” and that he had the assurance of both 
Secretary Daniels and Admiral Earle that all the six- 
inch ammunition such as had been in use had been re- 
fitted with the wooden mouth cups. 
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REPORT ON THE U.S.S. SOLACE CHARGES. 


The committee of three civilians, Dr. William H. 
Welch, Dr. Abraham Flexner and Nathan Straus, who 
were requested by Secretary Daniels to make an investi- 
gation of the charges contained in a “round robin” pre- 
sented to the Senate by Mr. Calder (as described in our 
last issue, page 1307), made a report on June 6 which 
completely exonerates the officers of the ship and de- 
clares that “the round robin was composed by one per- 
son who wove into it complaints from various sources,” 
and that most of it “rests on gossip and hearsay.” The 
committee not only spent a day on board the Solace, but 
also visited and inspected the fleet and one of the largest 
naval hospitals, training station and navy yard. Taking 
up the seven charges made in the “round robin” in 
turn the committee report answers each charge in order, 
its conclusions, in brief, being as follows: 

“(1) We were unable to find anyone except the author 
of the round robin who stated that patients ‘were com- 
pelled to carry their own baggage.’ ‘The charge of in- 
human or unfeeling treatment in this respect is, in our 
judgment, absolutely untrue. . (2) In our judgment the 
charge in reference to the drinking water is grossly ex- 
aggerated, and the implication of lack of care is entirely 
undeserved. (3) Two of the three wards have small 
apartments for washing dishes and other utensils. The 
measles ward has no such compartment. Orders re- 
quire that the dishes used in this ward be washed in 
large pans outside on the deck. It appears that occa- 
sionally some dishes were, contrary to orders, washed in 
the basin, but it was, in our opinion, exceptional and did 
not take place frequently enough to interfere with men 
who desired to use the basin for its proper purpaes: In 
any case, the only dishes or vessels thus washed were 
dishes and vessels which had been used by men suffer- 
ing with measles. The charge that ‘vessels were stand- 
ing around with germs of scarlet fever and mumps’ in the 
measles compartment is impossible and absolutely absurd. 
(4) Men in bunks are served on trays. For those who 
are up and about, food is brought on large platters, each 
platter containing a separate article of food. In our 
opinion, the method adopted in feeding patients is the 
only one practicable, and is indeed entirely correct. 

“(5) At the time of the greatest congestion, to which 
the round robin refers, patients slept (1) in bunks, (2) 
on cots, (3) upon Army litters placed between the bunks. 
These litters rest on legs about three and one-half inches 
high. Persons unaccustomed to the appearance of these 
litters might be deceived into thinking that those lying 
in them were lying on blankets on the deck. This seems 
to be the explanation of this charge. We found a few 
patients who stated that on the night of their arrival on 
the Solace, litters and cots having given out, they slept 
between blankets on the deck. As a matter of fact 
under the circumstances no special harm could haye re- 
sulted, but we are persuaded that the charge applies to 
so few persons as to be practically negligible. 

“(6) This is much the most serious charge made— 
perhaps the only really serious one. We shall, therefore, 
discuss it very fully. In order to accommodate the over- 
flow, four carefully separated tents were set up in the 
open deck space. One of these tents is used for mumps, 
another for measles and another for scarlet fever. Most 
of these patients are up and about durin; the day, but 
those convalescent from different diseases are carefully 
kept apart. When those convalescents arise in the early 
morning they fold their blankets and place-them at the 
foot of the cot; later, apprentices and convalescents col- 
lect and pile the blankets separately. The author of the 
round robin stated that he himself ‘saw blankets indis- 
criminately heaped in a single pile.’ On inquiry it de- 
veloped that the only occasion when he was out of the 
ward and on deck was on Sunday morning, May 20, 
about noon. He had, he said, left the ward for the pur- 
pose of hearing the music, and had lain down on a cot 
in the measles tent on deck, where he remained an hour. 
At this time, according to his testimony, he saw appren- 
tices and convalescents carrying blankets from the foot 
of the cots, and making a single pile of them. As against 
this statement, we have the otherwise unanimous state- 
ment of officers and scores of patients, who state that all 
those patients who were able to be up and about, arose 
at seven o’clock in the morning, folded their blankets 
and had breakfast; and that the blankets were taken 
from the cots and piled up, at the latest, before eight or 
nine o’clock in the morning. Moreover, the author of the 
round robin pointed out to us the place where he lay on 
deck, from which place it was, as a matter of fact, im- 
possible to see what he claims to have seen, even if it 
were going on. The charge that blankets were not steril- 
ized is absurd. Every time the Solace discharges its

patients to the hospital, the entire ship is sterilized, in- 
eluding blankets, dishes, etc. If the ¢ we are dis- 
cussing were true, there would have been cross. infection 
among the patients on the Solace and in the hospital. 
In this respect, however, the record of the Solace and the 
hospital seems to have been extremely good. The failure 
to develop cross infections is, therefore, in itself a com- 
plete answer to the charge. 

“(7) We found two persons—the author of the round 
robin and one of the siguers—who said they did not wash 
during the period of three to five days when they were on 
board the Solace, their explanation being that the wash 
basin in the measles ward contained dishes. With the 
exception of these two persons, we found no one who 
claimed that he was unable to wash, either for this or 
any other reason. The other signer of the round robin, 
with whom we spoke, testified that he washed every day, 
theugh he said he could not always get in the wash room 
when he wanted, because there were so many other boys. 

In connection with the report, Secretary Daniels made 
the following statement: “Not only do the findings of 
these three famous health experts clear the Navy of a 
shameful attack, but they should carry a message of re- 
assurance to the parents of the nation. The charge that 
sick sailors have been ill-treated and neglected, made in 
a round robin first receiving publicity through Senator 
Calder, and then given country-wide circulaton, are 
shown to have no other base than malice and falsehood. 
Dr. Welch, Dr. Flexner and Mr. Straus not only investi- 
gated the Solace, but likewise studied conditions in the 
fleet and shore hospitals. The report is a testimonial to 
the humanity and efficiency of Surgeon General Braisted 
and the medical staff and methods of the Navy.”

OUR FLEET AND FORCES ABROAD. 


On June 4 the Brazilian Chamber of Deputies voted 
on the motion introduced by Deputy Mauricio Lacerda, 
to authorize “the cabling of a message of congratula- 
tions to the Congress of the United States on the arrival 
of an American squadron at Rio Janeiro.” ‘The fore- 
going is the first published information of the steps in 
the plan of relieving British and French cruisers in 
the waters of the Western Hemisphere with American 
warships. For the present the Navy Department with- 
holds further information or comment upon it. 

No announcement has been made either refuting or 
Qairming. the report from South America, that a United 
States flotilla had arrived there to take over the coast 
patrol from the Entente ships. 

“American warships have arrived and are now an- 
¢ghored off the coast of France,” an official announce- 
ment of the French government stated on June 7. On 
the same day the Paris newspaper Le Matin stated that 
“the vessels convoyed from the United States a great 
transport loaded with wheat.” The newspaper account 
added: “Dispatches from a French port declare the 
American vessels were accorded a tremendously enthu- 
siastic reception. Here in Paris all newspapers rejoiced 
in this latest and visible evidence of American aid to 
France. Official permission is granted to-day to an- 
nounce that great preparations are in progress for the 
disposition of American troops whenever they shall ar- 
rive. Camps have been surveyed and assigned, aviation 
parks laid out and complete details mapped out for 
General Pershing’s expedition at whatever time it may 
reach French soil.” These statements were confirmed to 
the extent of an official announcement being made in 
Washington on the same day that “the U.S.S. Jupiter, 
laden with 10,500 tons of wheat and other commodities, 
has arrived in French waters.” 

With United States warships in British, French and 
Brazilian waters the fleet has evidently been divided for 
the most effective operations. 

Officers and men of the U.S. destroyer flotilla on duty 
in British waters have been making an excellent impres- 
sion, by their alertness and seamanship. ‘They have 
thus far enjoyed good weather and are co-operating 
jointly with the British navy in seeking out enemy sub- 
marines, convoying steamers, sending wireless warnings, 
ete. The destroyers. ar2 usually the better part of the 
‘week at sea, and then when they go to a port to coal and 
—. for one or more days the men are granted 
iberty for a brief period. They are royally welcomed 
by the British people and thoroughly enjoy the visits 
ashore, seeing the sights and making excursion$ to nearby 
places and mingling with the British bluejackets. A 
number of baseball games have been played and other 
competitions will be held. Although enemy subma- 
rines have been sighted at long range and have lost no 
time in submerging, none have yet been near enough to 
offer a fair target to the destroyers at last accouts. 








Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., with the mem- 
bers of his staff, arrived at “a British port’? on June 8 and 
received a tremendous ovation. Included in the Persh- 
ing party were a detachment of Engineers and a unit of 

sd Cross nurses. American destroyers conyoyed his 
ship from the United States and they were joined by 
British destroyers 100 miles off the Irish coast. General 
Pershing was met at the pier by Admiral Stileman, 
General Pitcairn and Captain Campbell. The Welsh 
Fusiliers served as a guard of honor. When the ship 
docked a guard of honor lined up on the landing stage, 
including high British army and navy officers. They stood 
at salute as “The Star Spangled Banner” was played 
and as General Pershing descended the gangplank. He 
formally inspected a group of British soldiers who were 
in the receiving party, stopping to chat a moment with 
one guardsman on whose sleeve he had noticed stripes 
showing he had been twice wounded. General Pershing 
wanted to know the why and wherefore of the stripes 
and of the wounds. Then the American general and his 
salute as the band played “God Save the King.” After 
all these formal ceremonies General Pershing received 
a large party of American and British newspaper men, 
answering their questions cheerfully ard readily. He 
paid an indirect compliment to the loyalty of the Amer- 
ican press In not printing any accounts of his move- 
ments, by expressing surprise over the fact that the 
yi = pen had nT so ae suppressed.

Nothing has been left for future provision, although 


‘Marshal Joffre assured our Government that certain es- 


sentials of field equipment could be readily supplied by 
the French War Department. The Marines will have 
both gas masks and steel helmets and in each case the 
type used will be one devised by Americans who had 
before them the latest examples of this equipment used 
in Europe. The regiment has been completely organized 
at the Quantico (Va.) base for several days and is 
ready for the command which will place them aboard 
ship. Naturally no announcement has been made of the 
time of departure, the embarkation point, or the identity 
or the vessels to be used. 

Vice Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., was most_en- 
thusiastically received during a speech he made in Lon- 
don, June 3, at a great religious thanksgiving service In 
the opera house in Kingsway to commemorate the battle 
of Jutland. Referring to what he characterized as his 
perhaps undiplomatic speech in the London Guildhall 
on the occasion of the visit of the Amcrican Fleet in 1910, 
when he said that every ship, every dollar and every 
drop of bleod of America could be counted on by Eng- 
land if she was ever menaced by a combination of nations, 
Vice Admiral Sims continued: “To-day that prophecy is 
being realized, and I trust that if another battle of Jut- 
land occurs the American Navy will prove itself equal 
to the glorious traditions of the British navy.” 

Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., and the leading 
members of his staff will be driven on their trips at the 
French front by four volunteer automobile drivers care- 
fully selected at the request of the Government by the 
preparedness committee of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. The four are successful professional men. 
They are Ray Middleton, John J. Jennirgs, George 
Linthicum. and Elgin Brain.

DIVISIONAL CANTONMENTS. 


Owing to the complete reversal of the War Depart- 
ment’s plans concerning the construction of canton- 
ments for the National Army, as explained by the Sec- 
retary of War’s statement printed in our last issue, 
page 1304, the entire situation is again “in the air.” 
According to the best information obtainable at this time, 
the prigram of the Western Department is complete. 
Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., will have under his 
direction two divisional encampments of the National 
Guard and one cantonment of the National Army. 
state trops will be trained at American Lake, Wash., 
and Linda Vista, Cal.; a National Army division (the 
16th) will also be at American Lake, making two di- 
visions at that place. 

With the definite selection of Ayer, Mass., as the site 
of an Army cantonment, the needs of the Northeastern 
Department are satisfied, since there will be no Na- 
tional Guard divisions trained in that department. Three 
other National Army sites are definitely settled, namely: 
Wrightstown, N.J. (Eastern. Department); Atlanta, 
Ga., and Columbia, S.C. (Southeastern Department). 
To sum up, five Army cantonments and two National 
Guard encampment sites, gt above, are as definitely 
selected as is possible under the conditions now obtaining, 

The selection by Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., 
of Watertown, N.Y., as the site of a divisional encamp- 
ment for the National Army in the Eastern Department 
has been approved by the Secretary of War, it is learned. 
An official announcement was expected as this issue~ 
went to press.

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AVIATION NOTES. 


A bill authorizing the President to take posession of, 
on behalf of the United States, and to use as sites for 
permanent aviation station for the Army and Navy, the 
whole of North Island, in the harbor of San Diego, Cal., 
was introduced in the House on June 6 by Chairman 
Dent, of the Committee: of Military Affairs. The prop- 
erty will be appraised and the value adjudged by a board 
of real estate experts. This site was one of those rec- 
ommended in the report of the Commission on Navy 
Yards and Navy Stations whose report was noted in our 
last issue (page 1307). 

Civil Engr. F. H. Cooke, U.S.N., has been detailed 
to take charge of the construction of buildings at seven 
aviation stations along the coast. It is estimated that 
$100,000 will be expended at each of the sites, which 
are as follows: Montauk Point, L.I., Rockaway Beach, 
L.I., Cape May, N.J., Philadelphia, Pa. (Navy Yard) ; 
Old Point Comfort, Va.; Key West, Fla., and near 
Colon, C.Z. 

Instructions have been received at the headquarters 
of the Southern Department at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, to establish at the aviation camp there twenty- 
seven aero squadrons. These are to be of a strength of 
150 men each, giving a strength to the camp of 4,050 
men. ‘There are to be twenty-four aeroplanes to each 
squadron, making a total of 648 aeroplanes for the San 
Antonio Aviation Camp. There are twelve machines 
in use in each squadron and twelve held in reserve. 4,500 
recruits have already been enlisted for the camp and 
these are being sent from all parts of the country. Capt. 
S. W. Cook, Cav., U.S.A., is the commanding officer 
of the aviation camp.

ARMY ITEMS. 


All the officers selected for detail as members of General 
Staff Corps, whose names were given in our last issue, 
page 1305, are ordered to duty. 


The Adjutant General’s office announces that the total 
number of recruits for the Regular Army accepted on 
June 4 was 4,201, and the total number of acceptances 
from April 1 to June 4, inclusive, was 101,493. 

Postmasters throughout the United States had pro- 
eured 5,754 accepted recruits for the Regular Army be- 
tween September, 1916, and “April 30 last, according to a 
statement issued by The Adjutant Genera!’s office on 
May Atlanta, Ga., has the highest number to its 


credit, 618, while Baltimore has the smallest, which is 
two recruits. A summary by months shows that only 
thirty-two recruits were obtained by postmasters 
September. In April the number ran up to 4,278. 

Brig. Gen. Frank McIntyre, U.S.A., has been detailed 
to relieve Major Douglas MacArthur, Corps of Engrs., 
on duty with the General Staff Corps as War Depart- 
ment censor. The latter has been added to list of officers. 
selected for duty in France. 

Capt. Beverley F. Browne, Q.M.C., has been ordered 
to Newport News, Va., to inspect and make report on the 
organization and equipment of the British remount and 
shipping station at that place. 

Major John H. Parker, 24th U.S. Inf., has been re- 
lieved as director of the Sehool mr Machine Gun In- 
structors, Fort Sam Houston, Texas, and Lieut.

Charles §. Farnsworth, Inf., D.O.L., is detailed in his 
stead. Major Harry B. Jordan, Ord. Dept., is detailed 
as assistant director of the school. : 

Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., was one of 
the speakers at a dinner given by the Fordham Uni- 
versity Alumni Association in New York city on May 
29 in honor of the 119 undergraduates of the university 
composing the Fordham Ambulance Corps which is going 
to France soon to enroll in the American Ambulance 
Field Service. 

It has been officially announced, according to a Chi- 
cago dispatch, that Charles G. Dawes, former Controller 
of the Currency, will be commissioned a lieutenant 
colonel of Engineers and assigned to the 7th Reserve 
regiment now being organized in Atlanta, Ga. 

Some funds for the payment of labor in the Construc- 
tion and Repair Division of the Southern Department, 
which were recently turned over to Capt. G. W. Hawkins, 
Q.M.O.R.C., have been stolen. A board has been in- 
vestigating the theft. 

Change in regulations, making the prescribed leggins 
for enlisted men conform with the new type now being 
issued, will be announced within a few days.

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NOTES OF THE PLATTSBURG CAMP. 
Other camp notes appear on page 1338. 


The Eastern Department notified Colonel Wolf, com- 
mandant of the Plattsburg training eamp, on June 7 
to hold the three batteries of Reserve Corps artillery 
at Plattsburg instead of having them sent to Syracuse 
as ordered a few days ago. It is now the intention to 
have a battery of Field Artillery used for practical 
instruction of the Artillery candidates. It was an- 
nounced in the camp on June 4 that a company of En- 
gineers would be sent to Belvoir, Va. 

The weeding out process, through physical examina- 
tions and general suitability tests, began during the week 
and by June 15 it is expected that the equivalent of 
ten companies will be discharged. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., commanding 
the Northeastern Department, paid a visit to the Platts- 
burg camp on June 4. He had a conference with Colonel 
Wolf and made an unofficial inspection of the camp. 

The pay for the students at the Plattsburg camp is 
being held up because not all of the National Guards- 
men have been released from their state obligations, 
Those Guardsmen who were ordered to Plattsburg have 
obtained their discharges from the National Guard and 
are in a position to receive their pay. But 190 mem- 
bers of Squadron A of New York who were not ordered 
to Plattsburg received furlough from their organiza- 
tion to enable them to take the course. Technically 
these men are still a part of Squadron A and until they 
get their discharges from the National Guard none of 
the students at Plattsburg can receive their pay.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The total enlisted personnel of the Navy on the morn- 
ing of June 6 was 111,369. On that date 1,705 additional 
men were accepted. It is the confident expectation of 
the Department that the authorized limit will be reached 
during the first week in July. At “close of business” on 
June 6 the Marine Corps included 25,557 men. 

Admiral William §S. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Naval 
Operations, is strongly in favor of Government owner- 
ship of the Cape Cod Canal. The Admiral recently stated 
to. the Senate Commerce Committee that he considered 
Government ownership of the canal of great value to the 
Navy, but because of necessarily heavy appropriations for 
the war he did not consider it a naval necessity at pres- 
ent. Such a canal would be of great value in moving 
ships to escape submarines, the Admiral said, and he 
suggested the connection of New York Bay with Dela- 
ware river and the latter with Chesapeake Bay by canals 
for the same purpose. Secretary Redfield told the com- 
mittee that it would cost about $35,000,000. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Ammen arrived at 
Boston June 3 with a slightly damaged bow as a result 
of a collision with the, American freight steamship Her- 
man Frasch in a fog off Nantucket Lightship early 
June 2. The Herman Frasch had some of her bow plates 
dented above the water line and a section of rail 100 
feet in length was torn away by the destroyer’s anchor, 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended August J. 
Durlacher, coxswain, U.S.N., on board the U.S.S. Seattle, 
for gallantry in jumping overboard from that vessel and 
rescuing a shipmate, G. HE. Miller, from drowning, on 
May 8, 1917. The commanding officer states that the 
night was dark and stormy, and a strong tide was run- 
ning. 

Recent promotions among the enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps include 1st Sergt. Thomas Dorney, Washing- 
ton, D.C., to sergeant major. :

The consideration of applications from civilians for 
either regular or temporary appointment as second lieus 
tenants in the U.S. Marine Corps was discontinued from 
June 4, when a general order to that effect was issued by 
Major Gen. George Barnett, Commandant. The reason 
for this action was stated to be that the number of ap- 

lieations already on file far exceeded the vacancies. 

ractically all vacancies occurring during the course of 
the war will be filled by appointment of meritorious non- 
commissioned officers who have distinguished themselves 
in active service. 

Col. T. P. Kane, U.S.M.C., has been detached from 
headquarters at Washington and assigned to command 
the Marine Barracks, Washington, D.C., vice Col. Charles 
A. Doyen, who is in command of the regiment ordered 
abroad. Colonel Kane also will become president of 
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the Examining Board. Until recently he was in com- 
mand of the 2d Provisional Brigade on duty in Santo 
Domingo. 

All present warrant officers of the Marine Corps have 
been recommended for commission as provisional (or 
“temporary” in the parlance of the Corps) second lieu- 
tenants. Recent legislation increased the number which 
might be maintained in each grade of the Corps by 
thirty per cent. Warrants are now being issued to 
those men whose eligibility was determined in the Janu- 
ary examinations. A list is also being prepared of 
the non-coms who will be examined soon for appoint- 
ment as second lieutenants, these commissions to be ‘for 
the duration of the war’ except in exceptional cases 
when they are specifically made permanent. 

Col. James E. Mahoney, U.S.M.C., commanding the 
marine barracks at Norfolk, Va., has opened tempo- 
rary recruiting depot there. Capt. M. BE. Shearer is on 
duty as executive officer and First Lieuts. J. C. Foster, 
L. R. de Roode, and S, L. Howard as instructors. 

Officers and men of the marine barracks at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard presented a gold watch, chain and charm 
to Gunnery Sergt. John Shea on June 5 when he re- 
tired after thirty years of service in the Marine Corps. 
Shea had been at Charlestown for about seven years.

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The Secretary of the Navy has ordered an immediate 
survey of the Jamestown Exposition and Sewell’s Point 
properties, near Hampton Roads, Va., with a view to util- 
izing them as the site of a naval base and naval training 
station. Civil Engr. F. R. Harris, U.S.N., Chief _of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks; Capt. J. S. McKean, U.S.N., 
aid for materiél in the office of Naval Opesations; and 
representatives of the Bureaus of Navigation, and of 
Medicine and Surgery, will be in charge of the survey.

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The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy De- 
partment authorized this week extension to the naval 
hospital buildings at Newport, R.I., to cost about 
$100,000. North of the present building work has al- 
ready been started on six wards, each 145 feet by 25 
feet; nurses’ quarters, and a garage, the work to be com- 
pleted in sixty days. Commander Johnston, of the train- 
ing station, was in Washington on June 4, relative to 
needs of the training station and particularly in regard to 
a new power plant building. A complete new power 
plant on the present site is to be constructed immediately. 
It will be equipped with the latest coal handling machin- 
ery and mechanical stokers, and will eliminate entirely 
the necessity of the boys spending so much time of their 
limited instruction period in coaling ship. Its cost will 
be in the neighborhood of $300,000.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY, 


Annapolis, Md,, June 7, 1917. 

Annapolis is filled with candidates for admission to the 
Naval Academy, some presenting themselves for physical ex- 
amination and others preparing for their mental tests at the 
naval preparatory schools here. Within the last few days 
about 200 new appointments were made of candidates. 

The Medical Board at the Naval Academy has begun 
work on examination of such candidates for admission to 
the school as have passed their mental tests. About 517 
are to report. The first section of the Fourth Class is already 
in the Academy—the forty-odd midshipmen who failed in their 
examinations in the last academic year, and who have been 
reappointed. There are great reports in the air here, and one 
is that in all more than 1,700 candidates are expected to pre- 
sent themselves for extra mental examination, which will be 
held June’ 27. Out of these large expectations it is thought 
that the Fourth Olass, now forming here, will have a member- 
ship of 800. y ; 

Prince Udine, of the Italian Commission, after the visit of 
that body to the Naval Academy, sent a telegram to Captain 
Eberle, saying: “Your mighty Navy, associated with us in this 
world-wide struggle, is entitled to great pride for possessing 
an institution where the highest military virtue is promoted, 
and every branch of the naval service is the object of profound 
study.” 

The churches of Annapolis on the day of registration were 
open for prayer. All day people were passing in and out 
of the several churches, presenting their petitions to God for 
their country and the great cause of religion and civilization 
that it represents. Bells called the people to registration, and 
in the afternoon the Women’s Civic League gave a parade, in 
which many societies and orders were represented, Three offi- 
cers of the military forces of the country were marshals of 
the procession. The registration here was a high percentage 
one. The city has also shown its patriatism in taking the 
Liberty Bonds, having subscribed for $75,000 worth.

_Colonel Vanderbilt has prepared a new system of blanks at 
his headquarters, whereby a large amount of time is saved in 
handling the correspondence to be acted ‘upon. The system 
originated with Col. H. H, Bandholtz, U\8.A., on duty at 
division headquarters, but was further enlarged on by Colonel 
Vanderbilt. The first column of the blank contains the desig- 
natiors of persons to which the correspondence received is 
liable to be forwarded. In the second column there is printed 
the action to be taken with the letter. When a letter is re- 
ceived the blank is dated and pinned to it, and a simple ink 
check is made in front of the name to which the letter must 
be sent. Another ink check is put in the second column, 
which shows what is to be done with the -letter. 

Thus among the names in the first column to which letters 
are to be forwarded is ‘‘0.0. Co. A.,’’ ‘and on the same line 
in the second column is the word ‘‘Indorsement.’’ When the 
blank is pinned to the letter a simple check in front of 
**C.0. means it goes to him, and the check in front of 
‘‘Indorsement’’ shows what action is to be taken by the 0.0. 
of A with the letter. Thus two ink checks save considerable 
writing.

armories on June 5, to be ready for any emergency that might 
develop incident to the registration for the draft. Happily 
their services were not required. Some of the organizations 
held street parades and drills. The 9th Coast Defense Com- 
mand, Col, John J. Byrne, went to the south ball field in 
Central Park, where they were met by Col. H. Sherrifi, N.Y. 
NN.G., of the Mayor’s Recruiting Committee, veterans of the 
old 9th, and many officials. Colonel Sherrill made the pres- 
entation of an old regimental flag, which had been origimally 
presented to the regiment by the city of New York im 1855. 
The flag was found recently by Mark W. Brennen, of 101 
West Seventy-second street, in a trunk owned by his father, 
Capt. James Brennen, of the 9th. 

Three companies of the 1st Infantry, Illinois N.G., wnder 
Major J. V. Clinnen, now in the Federal service, were called 
upon to help put down a revolt of 1,600 convicts in the state 
prison at Joliet, Ill., on June 5. The rioters, after setting 
fire to buildings, drove the prison firemen away and barred 
the gate to the city apparatus. The buildings were burning 
fiercely when the National Guard companies arrived. Under 
pressure of the bayonet points against them most of the prison- 
ers surrendered and ran to their cells. In the retreat many 
of the prisoners made efforts to escape by attacking the sol- 
diers. One man attacked Captain Ridgway and was clubbed 
until unconscious by soldiers. One soldier was stabbed. No 
shots were fired by the Guardsmen, who were kept under ex- 
cellent control. With the prisoners out of the way firemen 
Loss by fire was $20;000. 

Company L, of the 12th NWY., Capt. John J. Dean, has a 
squad of riflemen who desire a shooting match with a squad 
from any other company, in any regiment, barring none. The 
distance is to be 600 yards or under, the usual firing regu- 
Jations to govern. 

Several Montana National Guard companies helped to quell 
a riot at Butte on June 5, incident to a parade against regis- 
tration, No one was hurt. 

Deserters: National Guard in Federal Service. The ques- 
tion was recently presented to the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army as to. whether deserters from the National Guard in 
Federal service continue liable to arrest after muster out of 
Federal service of all the National Guard; and if so, whether 
rewards are payable for such arrests. It is held that the 
crime of desertion being complete upon breach of the obliga- 
tion to serve, the continued amenability is in no way related 
with continance in the service of the organization from which 
the deserter absented himself, and that, therefore. deserters 
from the National Guard in Federal service continue amenable 
to arrest until discharged or until the running of the statute 
of limitations, and such delinquents are deserters from the 
Army within the meaning of the statutes authorizing payment 
of rewards. The attention of all officers of the Army, and 
particularly commanders of districts, posts, camps, organiza- 
tions and recruiting officers, has been directed to the fore- 
going. 


22D ENGINEERS, N.Y.—COL. C. VANDERBILT. 


‘*T consider that the 22d Engineers,, N.Y.N.G., as it passed 
the grand stand on Riverside Drive in the parade on Memorial 
Day in New York city was the best looking regiment in the 
parade,’’ said a prominent officer of many years’ service, 
‘I say this without any attempt to throw bouquets,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘or to take undue credit away from other commands, 
for all the troops looked exceptionally good and fit, but the 
22d, to my mind, created the best impression.

SAN DIEGO HARBOR. 
San Diego, Cal., May 26, 1917. 

Sending out three companies of Infantry from the camp of 
the 21st Regiment on the exposition grounds this morning, 
Col. J. P. O'Neil took formal possession of the 8,000-acre site 
which this city has furnished for the Army cantonment in 
Southern California and which was accepted Thursday by the 
Government upon the report and recommendation of the special 
board, composed of Gen. W. L. Sibert, Col. W. T. Wilder, 
Col. C. Lynch, Major Ralph S. Granger and Captains Park 
and Vollmer. The site is located about twelve miles north of 
the center of the city, upon a broad mesa or tableland, and 
has an elevation of 450 feet. The municipal authorities are 
connecting it with the city water system, and public utility 
companies are equipping it with gas, electricity and telephones, 
It is expected that 30,000 men will be sent here in a short 
time, and hence work on the erection of quarters, storehouses, 
etc., is being rushed, with the aid of the Federal Emplcyment 
Bureau. The board, which finally selected San Diego's site, 
which is furnished rent free for five years, had visited a 
number of other cities which were in the field as candidates 
for the cantonment, 

Announcement has been made from Washington that the 
Government has decided to purchase North Island, which has 
been used as an aviation school base for several years by the 
War Department, and that both the Army and Navy will use 
the island, the Army retaining the portion upon which its 
hangars are now located, while the west 600 acres will be 
used by the Navy Department’s school. The price which hag 
been set by Department officials for the purchase of North 
Island is reported to be $1,800,000. The board upon whose 
recommendation the Government decided upon the purchase 
was composed of Col. William A. Glassford, Lieut. Col. Thomas 
H. Slavens and Capt. Richard Park. A large amount will be 
epended in the near future in the construction of permanent 
buildings upon the site.

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FORT DOUGLAS. 
Fort Douglas, Utah, May 27, 1917. 

Fort Douglas looks like a real military post with the advent 
of the 20th Infantry, in addition to the large force of builders 
employed there for ten days or so. The 20th arrived from 
the border on May 24 and proceeded by battalions to the post, 
the first two battalions marching through Salt Lake City, 
where a warm welcome awaited them to the military ‘‘city on 
the hill.’’ The 3d Battalion was on the third section of the 
train and they proceeded by electric cars to the post because 
it was even then time for a midday meal. Col. Alfred Has- 
brouck, who is in command, took formal command of the 
entire post immediately on arrival, establishing his headquar- 
ters in the old headquarters building near the entrance to the 
post.

Capt. Robert J. Binford has been made regi- 
mental quartermaster for the 20th, to succeed Capt. A. O. 
Seaman, who has been transferred in the same line to the 
42d. The work of recruiting the new organizations will go 
on rapidly from now on, as there is already a rush of recruits 
for service here, preparatory to going abroad. 

What came near being a tragedy was the attempt at robbery 
made on the Hess quarters last Wednesday afternoon, when 
a burglar who had been rifling the upstairs reoms fired a 
revolver at James Hess, second son of Capt. and Mrs. Hess, 
han’ his coat and barely missing wounding the boy him- 
self.

all retired enlisted men of the U.S. Army to report for active 
service. The Adjutant General of the Southern Department 
was instructed to issae a call in this department for such men. 
Mrs. Charles G. Starr is continuing her Red Cross work of 
supplying boxes for the soldiers on all border posts and camps. 
Packing is done every Saturday afternoon, and besides books, 
papers, magazines and games, urgent requests for needles,

. are too far from the railroad to buy supplies. 


More than 1,000 acres of valuable land will be added to Camp 
Wilson as a@ result of imstructions received from the War De- 
partment by Col. H. L. Rogers. The department here is au- 
thorized to purchase immediately 1,100 acres adjoining Camp 
Wilson. The entire property will cost $330,000. Part of the 
land is included in the old aviation field and part comprises 
the drill ground south of Camp Wilson. This land will be used 
for drill purposes, there being much more land needed for the 
great number of soldiers planned to be stationed here. 

One of the largest training camps for reserve officers of the 
United States will be at Leon Springs, as instructions have 
been received from the War Department for the formation of 
additional training camps there. The -7th Field Artillery, at 
Camp Wilson, will be sent to Leon Springs, and from this three 
regiments, the 7th, 19th and 20th Regiments, will be formed. 
General Parker announced that orders had been issued for the 
bringing of two companies of Army engineers from Et Paso, 
from which a new regiment of U.S. Engineers will be formed. 
A training camp for Reserve Signal officers also is to be estab- 
lished at this reservation, and a field battalion of Signal Corps 
men will be stationed there im the near future. A reserve 
telegraphers’ school is authorized, and plans for this are under 
way. Col. W. D. McCaw, Chief Surgeon of the Southern De- 
partment, has ordered Ambulance Company 5 at Llano Grande 
and Field Hospital Company 5 at McAllen to come to San 
Antonio, and these also will be ‘stationed at Leon Springs. The 
new camps just ordered, with the 2,900 men now stationed at 
Camp Funston for the ninety days’ Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, will give to the camp a roster of about 10,000 men,
